Washington, January 11. 
today a vigorous attack was 
that pprtion of the army re 
bill which confers upon the pr@sident dis- 
cretionary power to increase the strength 
of the army to the maximum limit fixed 
by the bill. Mr. Bacen, of Georgia, be- 
gan the attack and Mr. Platt. of Con- 
necticut, replying, maintained that. dis- 
cretionary power ought to be conferred 
upon the president and expressed aston- 
ishment that anybody shduld enteriain a 
fear that the power ever would be abused, 
Mr. Bacon declared he would rather see 
his party condemned to universal and 
never ending banishment from political 
power than to see such authority placed 
in the hands of the president. 

An amendment opening the way to the 
appointment of volunteer officers to 
Grades as high as that of captain in the 
reguiar establishment was adopted. 

Mr. Carter, of’ Montana, called up the 
bill apportioning the representatives ef 
the United States among the several 
States. Without debate it was passed 
precisely as it came from the house. It 
now goes to the president for his signa- 
ture. 

When consideration was resumed of the 
army treorganization bill Mr. Hawley, 
chairman of the committee on military 
affairs. withdrew the committee amend- 
ment to section 31 of the new bill, pro- 
viding for the retirement of officers on 
the active list of the army. 

* Mr. Teller then also withdrew his 
amendment to ‘that section. 

Mr. Hoar, of Massachusetts. formally 
offered the amendment of which he had 
\heretofore given notice, providing that 
{no further military force shall be used in 
the Philippine islands except such as 
taay be necessary to keep order in places 
in the peaceable possession of the United 
States. etc. 

It was laid on the table—32 to 19—on 
motion of Mr. Carter. of Montana. The 
vote on the motion for this was:

Mr. Pettigrew’s amendment, providing 
that one-third of the aywpointments to 
commissioned rank in the regular army 
should be made from officers of the vol- 
unteer army, was defeated—33 to 16. 

Daniel’s Fight for Volunteers. 

Mr. Daniel, of Virginia, offered an 
amendment providing that volunteer offl- 
cers may be designated tor examination 
and those who establish their fitness 
may be appointed to the grade of cap- 
tain in the regular army. as well as to 
the grade of first and second lieutenant 
us provided for by the senate commit- 
tee’s amendment. Mr. Dantel addressed 
the senate at length in support of his 
amendment. Witbout desiring to dis- 
criminate against the regular officers he 
said he felt it due the vyuiunteer officers 
that they should have proper opportunity 
for advancement. He maintained that 
the volunteers ought to have as generous 
consideration as congress could. give 
them without. of course. .disparaging 
thereby the officers of the regular army. 

Mr. Proctor, of Vermont, said that un- 
fortunately the United States nad no 
system whereby an officer or enlisted 
man in the army could be promoted for 
galiant or conspicuous services. He be- 
lieved, however. that the proposed 
amendment would operate as a@ great in- 
justice to scores of officers in the regular 
army. The amendment was agreed to— 
24 to 22. 

Mr. Bacon, of Georgia, moved to strike 
out the provision that the president in 
his discretion may increhse the number 
of corporals in any troop of cavalry to 
eight and the number of privates to sev- 
enty-six. He said he did not belleve the 
president should have discretionary pow- 
er to regulate the size of the army. 

Mr. Platt, of Connecticut, said he had 
mone of the fear that seemed to wor'y 
some senators as to the increase of the 
army to 100,000 men, Such an army could 
do the country no harm and it could not 
be considered a menace. 

In response to a question by Mr. Berry, 
of Arkansas, Mr. Platt said he feared the 
pending bill did not cunfer upon the pres- 
ident the authority to increase the army 
from 58,000 to 100,000 at any time. That 
power, he thought, ought to be conferred 
upon the president. 

Continuing, Mr. Platt said he was as- 
tonished at the fear expressed by some 
senators that the president would not ex- 
ercise such an authority with due regard 
to the country’s interest. There need be 
no fear that the United States would 
ever have a president who would abuse 
the power conferred upon him. He urged 
that the power to increase the army be 
left in the hands of the president, who 
ought to be regarded as a conscientious, 
able and patriotic man. 
eliminate politics and argument for po- 
litical effect from this chamber for a 
single day,’ he declared, ‘‘I believe it 
would be the unanimous sentiment that 
there should be some flexibility in the 
army.” 

Bacon Fears Imperialism. 

Rep!ying to Mr. Platt, Mr. Bacon sail 
he thought the country had fallen upon 
an evil day when a senator could rise 
in this chamber and express views which 
he regarded as dangerous to the liberties 
of the people and productive of one man

power, and it was an evil day truly when 
the senator reflected the attitude of the 
dominant party. 

“The passage of this bill,”"’ declared the 


Georgia senator, ‘‘will mark an epoch in | 


the United States. Senators may scoff, 
but it is nevertheless true that the pass- 
age of a bill by which the president shall 
control the size of the army is a march 
toward empire. It is the evident purpose 
of the bill to eliminate for all time :the 
volunteer system from the military estab- 
lishment of the country and create for all 
time a great standing army. 

“The issue is not to be evaded. Shall it 
be in the future the province of the pres- 
ident to raise armies or shal] that be the 
province of congress? 

“I would rather see the party I belong 
to condemned to universal and never-end- 
ing banishment from political power than 
to see such an authorization of power 
placed upon the statute books.’’ 

Mr, Hoar said an army of 106,900 at 
present would not make the executive 
more formidable than he was made by 
an army of 25,000 when that limit was 
fixed. He did not regard an army of 100,- 
000 as a menace, as that number, in his 
judgment, was far within the limit of do- 
mestic safety to liberty. The bill in ad- 
Cition authorized the president to reduce 
the number of the army still lower, but 
owing to the use to be made of that army 
he would have to vote against the bill. 

The army bill was then laid aside and 
the house apportionment bill passed with- 
out objection.

RELIGION IN FILIPINO SCHOOLS 


Provision Allowing Priests and M#n- 
isters To Teach Causes Fuss. 
Manila, January 11.—The first public 
discussion of the bill to establish a de- 
partment of public instruction today de- 
veloped a contest on the question of re- 
ligon in public schools. Interest cne- 
ters in the section permitting priests and 
ministers to teach religion for half an 
hour three times weekly, outside of school 
hours, provided the parents expressed a 
written desire for such instruction and 
prohibiting teachers from conducting re- 
ligious exercises or teaching religion. The 
directors of the federal party were rep- 
resented by a committee who, although 
Catholics, argued strongly in favor of 
the elimination of the section. They de- 
clared that the use of the schoolhouse for 
religious purposes is contrary to the 


| T’nited States constitution, and also to the 


platforms of the American parties and the 
Philippine federal party, and is certain 
to cause discord. 
Representatives of the Central 
lic Society, who appeared 
permitting religious instruction in the 
schools, asked for time for the prepara- 
tion of a reply, and were given until 
Monday. 
Judge Taft said the attitude of the United 
States Philippine commission as a legis- 
lative power was one of absolute indif- 
ference between Catholic, Protestant or 
Mohammedan religions. The commis-

MUCH MONEY WAS COINED 


Record Was Broken Last Year, Ac- 
cording to Roberts. 
Washington, January 11.—George E. 
Roberts, director of the mint, in _ his 
annual report shows that the coinage of 
the past year was in excess of that exe- 
cuted in any previous year in the history 
of the service, aggregating $141,351,960 as 
compared with $136,855,676 in the last 
fiscal year. The value of the gold coin- 
age was slightly below that of the pre- 
vious year, being $107,937,110 as compared 
with $108,177,180. The coinage of silver 
dollars was $18,244,984 as compared with 
$18,254,709 in the previous year. The chief 
increase was in the output of subsidiary 
and minor coins, which surpassed all rec- 
ords, and it is stated may doubtless be 
attributed to the extraordinary activity 
of retail trade throughout the country. 
The coinage of subsidiary silver amount- 
ed to 57,114,270 pieces of the value of $12,- 
876,849 and of minor coins to the extraor- 
dinary total of 101,301,753 pieces of the 
value of $2,243,017. The seigniorage ofr 

profit on this coinage was $5,477,252. 

At the highest price for silver during 
the year the commercial ratio of silver 
to gold was 1 to 33.01; at the lowest price 
1 to 35.41; at the average price 1 to 34.44.

Speakers of all parties, 
conservatives, nationalists, liberals, cen- 
trists and even socialists, declared their 
willingness to vote for adequate pensions,

FOUND NO CRAVE. 
IN YAWNING SEA 


Passengers and Crew of Stranded 
Steamer Are Rescued, 


ALL IN STATE OF COLLAPSE 


Their Sufferings from Hunger and 
Fatigue Were Terrible—An Of- 
ficer of the Ship Tells of 
the .Frightful Ex- 
| periences. 


Faraman, Bouches Du Rhone, January 
11.—After a night of terrible suspense 
all the passengers and crew of the French 
ship Russie, from Oran, Algieria, which 
stranded near here during a_ vio.ent 
storm Monday, have been safely landed. 

The life line connected from the shore 
with the steamer parted again yesterday 
afternoon and, after a signal last night 
‘‘we have not a scrap of food 
left—consternation prevails on _ board,” 
the fishermen made two more plucky 
launches of their boat, but were beaten 
back. 

The storm raged with renewed fury 
during the night and few remained along 
the shore. 

At midnight two attempts to reach the 
Russie were fruitless. In the early hours 
of the morning torches lighted at the bow 
of the Russie caused the fishermen to 
make another effort, but they were again 
tossed back to shore. At daybreak the 
weather had moderated, and at 6:30 a. m. 
the Carro fishermen again put sea. 
Their small craft gradually neared the 
Russie. Then a rope was thrown, which 
the fishermen caught and the lifeboat 
soon afterwards was alongside. The boat, 
manned by five men, was launched and 
succeeded in reaching the vessel, 

A few minutes later the Carro boat left 
the Russie’s side with the women and 
one baby. The enthusiasm was delirious. 
The spectators plunged into the sea. Some 
dragged the lifeboat ashore and others 
carried its occupants in their arms to dry 
land. Most of them collapsed from fa- 
tigue, cold and hunger. Their haggard 
faces and trembling limbs told of their 
awful experiences. By an oversight all 
the nourishment was kept at the light- 
house, two miles distant, whence the 
sufferers had to walk assisted by their 
friends. 

The lifeboats then made repeated jour- 
neys until all were saved and sheltered 
in the lighthouse, 

Lieutenant Gautherot tgjs the following 
story of the Russife’s experiences: 

“The steamer ran ashore at 5 o’clock 
Monday morning. Only the watch was 
on deck at the time. The passengers 
rushed up undressed when they felt the 
shock and a panic ensued. The captain 
and officers finally succeeded in calming 
the people and the boats were prepared 
for launching. It was found, however, 
that the sea was too rougn. 

‘‘As night came on the Russie began to 
sink. The afterhold and the engine room 
were inundated and the vessel, which 
rolled badly, heeled to the starboard. The 
passengers took refuge in the first cabin 
and the smoking room. 

‘Tuesday morning a violent wave burst 
'n the door of the saloon. The passen- 
gers, who were again stricken with panic, 
rushed on deck. We reassured them and 
barricaded the doorway with mattresses. 

“We passed the night in a state of the 
deepest anguish. The waves increased 
in fury and dashed over the vessel, which 
was thumping on her starboard side, un- 
til in the early morning, the plates gave 
way and the stern of the vessel went to 
pieces. The utmost consternation now 
prevailed among the passengers, who fled 
to the forecastle deck amidship, and the 
foredeck, clinging to the rails and 
stanchions. Again we witnessed desperate 
efforts all day long to rescue us. 

“When night fell without relief and 
witn the tempest still raging, the 
on board was frightful. 
seemed heartbroken, the women weeping 
convulsively. 

‘Thursday morning our provisions were 
almost exhausted. We passed an atro-

| cious night, but were rescued this morn- 


ing. The accident was due to mistaking 
tne Faraman light for the Planier light, 
a mistake which has caused the loss and 
wreck of more than twenty steamers and 
given the coast the name of the mar- 
iners’ graveyard.”

A WARM FIGHT 18

Friends of the Nominee for United 
States Senate Hight the Adop- 
tion of a Resolution Call- 
ing for Appointment 
of Committee. 


Austin, Tex., January 11.—(Special.)— 
The lower house of the Texas legislature 
was precipitated into a lengthy debate on 
convening this morning by a resolution 
asking for the appointment of a commit- 
tee of seven to investigate the charges 
that Congressman Bailey was too direct- 
ly instrumental in gecuring the issuance 
of a permit to thé Waters-Pierce Oil 
Company to do business in the state, 
after said company had been ruled out by 
the court’s decision. The controversy 
waxed warm from the very start over 
the wording of the resolution, the friends 
of Mr. Bailey contending that its adop- 
tion would place the house in the posi- 
tion of admitting in advance that Mr. 
Bailey was guilty of the charges. They 
declared that they were willing to have 
an investigation, but they did not care 
to have it on any such proposition that 
would commit the house to the theory 
that Mr. Bailey was guilty before he was 
tried. The discussion consumed the en- 
tire morning and much of ‘the afternoon 
and an investigation was ‘finally ordered, 
by a vote of 61 to 61. 

In the senate the committee on consti- 
tutional amendments gave notice that 
next Tuesday afternoon they would give 
a public hearing to all corporate and oth- 
er interests on what is known as the 


Hogg amendment, the being amend- | 
ments to the ccrietinen | ’ efining and 


regulating factions and insolvent corpora-~ 
tions with a view to having an investiga- 
tion of all corporations’ stocks in the 
state; likewise an amendment seeking to 
prohibit the use of boodle funds in 
campaigns, and the third to prevent lob- 
bying and the issuance of free passes. 
These are among the most important 
measures that will come up this session 
ahd bid fair to occasion a large lobby at- 
tendance. 

Both houses of the legislature passed 
their per diem and mileage bill, and in 
the senate notice was given that on next 
Tuesday the two houses would meet in 
joint session to canvass the vote for gov- 
ernor and lieutenant governor. 

Senator Sebastion introduced a bill stip- 
ulating that the calling of a man a Har 
justified him in any mode of procedure 
that he saw fit to take to vindicate his 
honor. 

There seems to be a growing sentiment 
among quite a number of the legislature 
that the invitation adopted on yesterday 
to David B. Bill to come to Texas and 
address the Texas legislature, is the first 
step in the direction of an active move- 
ment throughout all the southern states 
for him as a presidential candidate four 
vears hence. The invitation was issued 
only after securing assurance that it 
be accepted, and it was learned 
from rather reliable source that the dis- 
tinguished New Yorker. will possibly 
make his first appearance here some time 
during the month of February; that fol- 
lowing upon the heels of his visit here 
he will tour other southern states and 
ascertain exactly what his_ strength 
would be in the south.

It 
declares the institution a place of horrors, 
where inmates are outrageously treated, 
and where the innocent are morally cor-

It is recommended that state and city 
aid be taken from the inst!tution; that 
the inmates be taker? away, and that 
magistrvtes be asked not to commit 
females to the place pending the founding 
of a reformatory.

Sterling Thompson’s Murderers Are 
Traced to Their Homes by De- ~ 
tectives and Sheriffs and 
Are Placei in the 
Tower. 


Fairburn, Ga., January 11.—(Special.)— 
Last night Detectives Hewitt, Wooten 
and Osburn, of Atlanta. accompanied by 
Deputy Sheriff Ward. of Douglas coun- 
ty: Sheriff J. C. Adderhold. of this coun- 
ty. and J. A. Cook. marsha! of Fairburn, 
left this place for the lower part of the 
county to make arrests of several par- 
tles charged with the assassination of 
Sterling Thomas, a negro, ‘at his home 
in this county a week ago. 

Detective Hew'tt. who had been at 
work several days on the case, had col- 
lécted sufficient evidence to authorize the 
arrests and today the posse brought in 

teve Cochran, Pigrum Cochran and 
‘Charley Pace. The Cochrans are brothers 
and Pace is a néizhbor of theirs. Steve 
Cochran was for several vears a deputy 
United’ Statés marshal and did active 
work in the revenue service. He ‘s well 
known to the attaches and employees of 
the custom house tn Atlanta. 

Another brother. Shell Cochran, killed 
a boy named Paul Devine here about two 
years ago. was indicted for murder, but 
was acquitted by the jury. 

A farm known as the Darnell piace, 
near the Chattahoochee river. was re- 
cently purchased bv some of the Cochran 
family. Sterling Thompsun held a lease 
for three years on the nlace when {ft was 
bought. Thompson was prospering and 
wanted to stay there. About ten days 
before the killing the negro found a no- 
tice posted on his gate telling h'm to 
Jeave the place in ten days. Thompson 
declined to go, saying he had done noth- 
ing for which to leave. On the night of 
Jamuary 3d a party of seven disguised 
men appeared at. his house and demand- 
ed to know why he had not gore. Real- 
izing his danger, the negro begged to be 
given a chance to leave then. An anvil 
was hurled against the barred door of the 
house, knock'ng it down, and the negro 
was shot dead. Then began a life and 
death struggle between the dead negro’s 
grown son and the visitors. The young 
negro struck two of them with an ax, 
injuring one badly. One of the men ar- 
rested, Pigrart Coehran, has an ugly 
wound on the head. Another one is said 
to be lying at the point of death from a 
similar wound. 

The prisoners were detained here until 
the Atlanta and West Point train passed, 
when thev were taken to Atlanta for 
safe keeping, as it was feared their 
friends would attempt to rescue them 
if they were kept here.

TILL SUPREME 


So Carlisle Tells United States 


Supreme Court 
ORGANIC LAW 1S OVER ALL 


Extends to Congress, President and 
Cabinet as Well as Territories. 
Kentuckisan Replies to 
Government About 
‘ Islands. 


Washington, January 11.—Attorney Gen- 
eral Griggs resumed his argument before 
the United States supreme court today 
in the Porta,Rican cases. He insisted that 
the application of the internal revenue 
laws to Porto Rico would be unwise 
and in many places unprofitable. A rule 
of uniformity in internal taxes, he said, 
could be established for application to 
contiguous states, being governed by sim- 
ilar laws and similar conditions, but di- 
versity was the necessary rule as to ter- 
ritories because of diversity as to geogra- 
phy and racial characteristics observable 
in the territories. 

“We have been so long accustomed to 
regard the United States according to its 
old lines,’’ said Mr. Griggs, ‘‘that it is al- 
most a wrench to consider that there is 
new United States territory within the 
Arctic circle and in the islands of many 
seas. This expansion should result in a 
larger comprehension of the duties and 
necessities and the impossibility’ of en- 
forcing an ironclad rule of uniformity 
everywhere should be borne in mind.”’ 

The attorney general reviewed the his- 
tory of the internal revenue legislation 
showing that the first tax on distilled 
spirits was applicable only to states and 
a subsequent act extended the provisions 
‘to the territories. Subsequent similar 
legislation refers to the states and terri- 
tories and the District of Columbia. 

As to the future, he said, we must 
consider the possibility, not the proba- 
bilitv. of the acquisition of Egypt, the 
Soudan, central Africa, China or a spot 
in the Antarctic circle and the classes 
of people who may at any future time 
be entitled to citizenship. The powers of 
congress to legislate were amply suffi- 
cient to permit the settlement of all such 
contingencies. 

Carlisle for the Plaintiffs. 

Hon. John G. Carlisle, chief attorney 
for the plaintiffs, followed. Mr. Carlisle 
said he was arguing that peace obtained 
after the. signing of the protocol; that 
there was then no war and that the 
president could only create a de facto 
government and have it governed. 

Mr. Carlisle first took up the conditions 
which led to the taking of the islands 
and read from the proclamations of Gen- 
‘erals Miles and Wilson to show that the 
occupation was meant to be permanent. 
The cession by Spain, he said, was com- 
plete and had been acknowledged by all 
nations, , 

Justice White asked if the president 
might acquire territory without the con- 
sent of the treaty-making power, but 
Mr. Carlisle said he was arguing that 
peace obtained after the signing of the 
protocol; that there was then no war, 
and that the president could only create 
a de facto government and have it gov- 
erned. 

While the constitution imposed the duty 
upon congress of regulating commerce, 
yet since the signing of the peace proto- 
col the president, he said, has exer- 
cised the powers of assessing duties and 
carrying out all the duties of congress. 
Mr. Carlisle said the real question was 
.not whether the constituton extended to 
the inhabitants of Porto Rico, but wheth- 
er it extends over the congress, the pres- 
ident and the cabinet. When a govern- 
ment takes from one man more than it 
should, it is not taxation, but it is taking 
his property without due process of law 
and giving him no compensation for it. 

On the point that the territories were 
not a part of the United States, Mr. Car- 
lisle read a history of the framing of 
the constitution showing that first it was 
the intention that ‘‘all acts and treaties” 
should be the supreme law of the land. 
This was before the word ‘‘constitution”’ 
had been introduced and he took it to 
mean that it was the intention to have 
the constitution apply to all parts of the 
country whether in the states or simply 
in territory belonging to them. 

Mr. Carlisle argued that the constitu- 
tion must be interpreted as a whole and 
must enable the government to accom- 
plish all the purposes for which it was 
framed. 

Some Anomalies: Pointed Out. 

There would be two constitutions, he 
said, in the interpretation of the counsel 
on the other side—one for states defining 
the powers and caring for the rights of 
citizens, and the other for.the territories, 
giving no rights. Upon the constitution 
there has been constructed a comprehen- 
sive system of laws governing all states 
and territories and, from the first, con- 
gress has made uniform laws for traffic 
between states and territories as well as 
extradition, bankruptcy and naturaliza- 
tion laws. On the latter point he said 
that in the interpretation of the govern- 
ment there were sitting courts outside 
the United States In a territory, granting 
citizenship in the United States to a 
resident upon five years’ inhabitation of 
territory outside the United States. 

Mr. Carlisle undertook to show that 
both direct and indirect taxes had been 
latd upon states and territories alike, and 
duties had been laid upon imports into 
territories as well as states. Under the 
contention of the government that terri- 
tories were not part of the United State 
it might be taken that goods could 
free from Porto Rico to Alaska, but this 
was not the case, for the same duties are 
charged on goods from a territory yoing 
to Porto Rico as from a state. 

That the tax levied is a local tax was 
denied, but it was denominated a tax for 
local purposes. 

“We insist,’’ he said, ‘“‘that this is not 
an import duty. We object to the form 
under which the government seized our 
goods and held them on their arrival at 
Porto Rico until we paid them tribute in 
the form of a tax.”’ 

An itmport is something, he said, com- 
ing from a foreign country. Porto Rico 
cannot be a foreign country, for its courts 
send appeals toc -this body. This is, 
therefore, not an import tax, but an ex- 
port tax upon goods sent out of these 
states, and there are two specific prohibi- 
tions against such export duties. 

Mr. Carlisle argued that there could be 
no export duty and said that there must 
be fixed some time when Porto Rico 
ceased to be a foreign territory, and even 


with that point, he urged that the tax 
must be considered unconstitutional. 

Argument was made that the tax was 
an export tax and as such fn direct vio- 
lation of the constitution of the United 
States. This tax, he said, which under 
this law is just as general as a tariff 
law, is said to be a local tax. It is col- 
lected everywhere, in every state and 
territory. How can it be called local? 

Constitution and Slavery. 

“We deny,’ he went on, “that congress 
has any right to impose any such tax 
upon the trade between the states and 
territories. Congress may regulate com- 
merce and may govern the territory, but 
under the guise of governing that terri- 
tory may not govern the states of New 
York or Pennsylvania. When it places a 


| tax upon the goods taken to Porto Rico 


it ig governing the state. The limitation 
must follow every power.” 

The power of congress to legislate must 
be subject to all the limitations of the 
constitution. 

“Had it not been that African slavery 
was involved,”’ said Mr. Carlisle, in con- 
clusion, “‘there would have been no dis- 
sent from the decision in the Dred Scott 
case. Now we have a case with the negro 
eliminated. We have a case where citl- 
zens are taking their property into a ter- 
ritory of the United States, but In which 
there is no conflicting point like slavery. 
The conditions are changed. Then the 
unlimited power of congress was urged 
by the ‘advocates® of slavery; now it is 
urged by the advocates of freedom. If it 


is true that there lies this arbitrary pow- 


er in the constitution, we should be de- 
lighted that it was not discovered for 
more than one hundred years. until we 
had a great country made up of free 
states and filled with free people.”’ 

When Mr. Carlisle concluded Senator 
Lindsay, of Kentucky, began the argu- 
ment for the plaintiff in the next of the 
Porto Rican cases, that of Huus versus 
the New York and Porto Rican Steamship 
Company. The case involves the ques- 
tion of whether or not congress had the 
right to make the trade with the islands 
coasting trade or foreign trade. He said 
that the belief that the constitution was 
in force upon the ratification of a treaty 
or as the direct result of conquest was 
not shared by Jefferson, Livingston or 
Monroe, and cited the provisions in va- 
rious treaties covering the subsequent 
rights to be conferred upon inhabitants. 
Neither treaties nor conquest make ter- 
ritory, but congress had to legislate to 
give such standing. The congress of the 
United States, he gaid, which possesses 
all legislative power, ‘may extend the 
constitution to territory and may legis- 
late for that territory. 


NO BAR TO NICARAGUA CANAL 


Morgan Denies Story About the Con- 
cession to British Firm. 
Washington, January 11.—Senator Mor- 
gan today denied emphatically that he 
had received any communication from 
the state department notifying him that 
Messrs. Forward & Co., an English ship- 
ping corporation, had made formal pro- 
test to this government against the use 
of the San Juan river as a part of the 
proposed Nicaragua canal system because 
of a concession from Nicaragua to that 

country. He said: 

“I have received no communication 
whatever from the state department con- 
cerning the concession of Forward & Co., 
or the Atlas company, and I am sure that 
no member of the committee on isth- 
mian canals has received any such notice. 
Nor have I made any statement to the 
effect that the claims of the Atlas com- 
pany are legal, as 1 am ysepresented to 
have done, nor any Other statement to 
any one concerning the grant.”

BRITISH QUAKE 
AS BOERS COME 


Invasion of Cape Colony Looks 
More Threatening,

CAPETOWN BEING FORTIFIED 


Boer Invaders Are Heard from on 
All Sides, But British Are Do- 
ing Nothing To Drive the 
Burghers Out—Dutch 
Are Sullen. 


London, January 12, 4:50 a. m.—It is un- 
derstood that Lord Kitchener now holds 
securely all the railroad lines in south 
Africa, having recovered possession of 
the Delagoa Bay line which had been cut 
January 7th. 

According to the Pretoria correspondent 
of The Daily Mail, Lord Kitchener is 
now organizing a force of 30,000 irregular 
horse, which will occupy some weeks. 
When this force is ready he will resume 
offensive operations. 

Meanwhile the invasion of Cape Colony 
looks more threatening. 

The defenses of Cape Town, including 
two 4.7 naval guns, are now completed, 
and the recruiting of volunteers is active 
throughout the colony. According to dis- 
patches to The Daily Express, the ad- 
miral of’ the Cape fleet is prepared in 
an emergency to land a naval brigade 
of 2,900 men with six Hotchkiss guns. 

A Murraysburg telegram this morning 
says the Dutch there received the Brit- 
ish troops sullenly, and it reports that 
there are rumors that the colonial rebels 
of the neighborhood are joining the in- 


vaders. 

The Pretoria correspondent of The 
Morning Post wires that a member of 
the burgher peace committee, whom he 
interviewed, frankly confessed that there 
was no hope of many burghers surren- 
dering. 

The following dispatch has been re- 
ceived from General Kitchener dated Pre- 
toria, January 10th: 

“The Boers attacked Machadodorp last 
night, but were driven off before dawn. 

‘‘Herzog’s commando is in the neigh- 
b @ 100d of Sutherland, Cape Colony.

Raleigh, N. C., January 11.—(Special.)— 
In the senate a Dill was introduced 
amending the corporation law so corpora- 
tions can be chartered with over a mil- 
lion dollars capital; a bill was with- 
drawn extending the anti-trust law to 
lumber companies; a hit was passed in- 
creasing the governor's salary to $4,000;

GREAT DAMAGE BY FLOODS 


Heavy Rain Has Put Everything 
Afloat in Mississippi. 
Vicksburg, Miss., January 11.~—Ten 
inches of rainfall during the past thirty- 
six hours has caused thousands of dol- 
lars’ worth of damage to county roads 
and paralyzed railroads entering this city. 
All trains between this city and Meridian 
have been annulled and trains on the 
Vicksburg and Pacific and Yazoo and 
Mississippi Valley are delayed many 
hours. At Baker's creeK the tracks of 
the Alabama and Vicksburg are from 
four to six feet under water and the 
creek is still rising. Every dirt road en- 
tering the city is impassable, bridges are 
down and in many places along the hill- 
sides the entire roadbed has been de- 

stroyed. 

Jackson, Miss., January 11.—Pa8senger 
traffic on the Alabama and Vicksburg 
road between this city and Meridian has 
been suspended on account of a washout 
at Baker's creek, caused by the heavy 
rains of the past forty-eight hours. The 
rainfall during this period amounts to 
about four inches. All railroad traffic 
is badly delayed, trains being from one 
to four hours late. A number of wash- 
outs are reported by the Gulf and Ship 
Island between Jackson and Hattiesburg, 
but as the rain has ceased it is probable 
that regular schedules will be resumed 
tomorrow.

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CHUN CALLS BOXERS PATRIOTS 


Prince Says Foreigners Are Respon‘ 
sible for Chinese Troubles. 
Pekin, January 11.—Prince Chun, broth- 
er of the emperor, who is now in Pekin 
and in whose honor the Germans will 
hold a review, says that though he does 
represent the court officially, he 
knows his brother’s sentiment is in favor 
of returning to Pekin. Indeed, the em- 
peror wrote to Prince Ching recently 
and asked if his apartments were fit for 

his early return. 

Prince Chun says the foreigners do not 
seem to realize that China objects to the 
maintenance of the legation guard as 
more than a purely temporary measure, 
because there is no necessity for it. The 
boxer movementy he asserts, was a purely 
patriotic one, meaning China for the Chi- 
nese. For many years the nations beg- 
ged for trading privileges, having obtain- 
ed which and waxed rich from the profits 
thereof, they forced undesirable treaties 
upon China, with threats of confiscation 
of the choicest parts of the country. The 
slightest riot has been made the occasion 
to acquire territory and to obtain valua- 
ble concessions. Naturally even a peace-

Commercial Agencies Discuss the Situ- 
ation as It Seems. 


THE REPORTS ARE ALL GOOD 


Business in Iron, Steel and Lumber 
Improves. 


THE WHOLESALE TRADE —ENLARGES 


Spring Trade in Dry Goods Shows 
Some Heavy Shipments 
at Once. 


New York, January 11.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say: 

“Business is stfil of a between season's 
character {n most lines, but a livaming up 
of interest in several trades has been 


noted this week. 

“Relatively best reports come from the 
iron and steel, lumber, leather and drug 
trades, but there has been some enlarge- 
ment of wholesale distributive trade on 
spring account in the south and central 
west.. Spring trade in dry goods is just 
opening up, and it is noted that a heavy 
shipping movement on orders is now pro- 
ceeding et the west. Some gain in wool 
Sales is ‘noted at eastern markets, but 
weather conditions have not been favor- 
able at the east to business as a whole, 
except as stimulating the retail trade 
in shoes and rubber goods. A special 
feature is the generaliy good tenor of 
reports as to collections, all western and 
southern points, fram which it is inferred 
that trade returns to retailers must have 
been quite good. Summed up briefly, the 
situation is one of widespread confidence 
in the general business outlook. 

“Cereals have given a further exhibition 
of life this week, partly on light north- 
west: receipts and advices that Argentine 
shipments will not exceed 235,000,000 bush- 
els, or about half those of a year ago, 
but also largely on the unquestionably 
heavier volume of Wall street money 
seeking an outlict in the grain market. 
Fluctuations have been wider, and it has 
been essentially a trader’s marker with 
net changes for the week small. 

“Corn is slightly higher in sympathy 
with wheat and small receipts of con- 
tract. 

“Inquiry rather than active demand is 
a leading feature in iron and steel, but 
quite an increase of activity is noted Mm 
Bessemer pig iron and billets at Pittsburg 
and jn plates at Chicago. No change in 
billets or plates has been agreed on as 
yet. Iron production is increasing, but 
has not yet overtaken consumption, and 
stocks are reported smaller than a month 
ago. There are only two idle furnaces 
now in the Chicago district. 

“Cotton has weakened on discouraged 
bull liquidation, due to large receipts, 
while cotton goods have beeen quiet on 
the advices of a backward spring trade 
at the east. 

**‘Wool has been in rather better demand 
than of late, due to better buying by 
manufacturers. A fair business has been 
booked in overcoatings on next fall ac- 
count at lower prices, but the regular 
heavy weight season has not yet opened. 
Plain dress goods are being ordered quite 
freely, but fancies are neglected. Job- 
bing business in shoes is quieter, but 
fs quite good at retail. Travelers are 
now going out with fall styles of shoes, 
which will sell slightly lower than last 
year. 

“Wheat, including flour shipments, for 
the week, aggregate 5,961,095 bushels, 
against 3,914,301 last week, 4,248,926 In the 
corresponding week of 1900, 5,647,071 in 1899, 
5,299,517 in 1898, and 3,948,154 in 1897. From 
July ist to date, this season, wheat ex- 
ports are 104,026,851 bushels, against 110,-

The disbursements for 190 were $601,450, 
while the number of crews on the vessels 
here during that period were 7,264 persons. 

The deepest draft over the bar coming 
in was 22.5-10 feet, while the deepest draft 
over the bar going out was 23 feet. The 
arrivals for 1900 show that almost every 
nationality on the globe was represented 
in the ocean carrying vessels that came 
into this thriving port, and they were 
distributed as follows: American, 695; 
British, 34; Norwegian, 41; Spanish, 42; 
Russian, 7; Italian, 7%; German, 3; Aus- 
trian, 1; Uruguay, 2; Swedish, 10; Portu- 
gese, 3; Cuban, 2. Total, 657. 

But perhaps the greatest surprise to 
those who are not accustomed to figuring 
on the business will be shown in the 
figures which tell of the vast commerce 
in woods cut in various articles for build- 
ing and other purposes, and the figures 
are even startling to those who are ac- 
customed to handling large quantities of 
timber. The figures show that during 1900 
there were shipped from the port of 
Brunswick alone the enormous total of 
279,863,009 superficial feet of lumber, tim- 
ber, shingles, staves, laths, crossties; and 
this was divided as follows: Lumber, 163,- 
370,000 feet; timber, 11,837,000 feet; shingles, 
1,656,000 feet; staves, 5,000 feet; laths, 40,540 
feet; crossties, 97,954,469 feet. 

Captain Johannensen has been employed 
by the Brunswick board of trade for 
many years to keep a correct account of 
the commerce of this port, and he is the 
only official statistician on either the 
south Atlantic or the gulf.

WAY IN SCHOOL 


South Carolina Students Show Great 
Perseverance, 


NO OBSTACLES ARE TOO BIG 


Thirty-Two Boys Are in the State 
College Educating Themselves. 


SOME OF THEM RECEIVE HELP 


Various Plans Are Followed by the 
Knowledge Seekers To Se- 
cure an Education. 


Columbia, 8. C., January 11.—(Special.)— 
A quiet canvass among the students of 
the South Carolina college has brought 
out the following interesting statistics— 
interesting especially because they show 
that the statement so often made that at 
southern colleges boys seldom work their 
way is a mistake, at least so far as this 
institution is concerned. And it may Be 
said that the number of young men who 
bear their own expenses in whole or in 
part at our southern colleges and insti- 
tutions is larger than the authorities 
themselves are aware. The student’s mod- 
esty, or his pride, will not permit him 
to talk of his private affairs, and he does 
not always give this piece of confidence 
to his most intimate friends. 

At the South Carolina college there are 
82 students, omitting certain teachers tak- 
ing special courses, who are in whole or 
in part paying their own expenses—about 
one in every seven. There are twelve who 
pay everything and twenty who bear part 
of the burden. 

Of the twelve is one who has farmed, 
run the surveyor’s compass and raised 
and lowered the flag over the 
statehouse during the session of the legis- 
lature. A few taught for a start in the 
public schools, and continued to teach 
during the summer months. One student 
has made his. expenses in part by his 
knowledge of gstenography and typewrit- 
ing. Another remains out of. college for 
a year to clerk in a mercantile establish- 
ment that he may return. A few made 
something the last summer by acting as 
takers of census. During their course in 
college one man sells wood and coal, a 
second keeps for sale a supply of station- 
ery, a third tutors and a fourth has actea 
as engrossing clerk at the capitol. One 
student keeps ‘“‘bachelor’s hall’? and in 
this way he succeeds in reducing his liv- 
ing expenses by one-half. A law student 
increases his funds by acting as messen- 
ger for the supreme court. 

Among those who lighten in part the 
burden of the father or of the mother are 
agents for laundries among their fellow 
students, sellers of stationery and books 
and dealers in» wood and coal. One stu- 
dent was found who would sell clothing 
for a commission to his fellows. An- 
other obtained his pocket change clerking 
in a hotel during the summer. A thira 
worked in his:father’s saw mill. And a 
young lady spent her vacation working at 
& telephone exchange. Beyond a doubt 
other young ladies have some means ot 
creating a small income for themselves. 
One regular and continuous position is 
that of janitor at one of the society halls. 
Two students pay the larger part of their 
expenses from the renumeration attachea 
to the offices of bell ringer and keeper ot 
the gymnasium, During the sessions of 
the legislature some worthy young men 
have been aided either by clerkships of 
by the office of flag raiser. 

That a book agent should be found was 
to have been expected. But it is a matter 
of surprise that among the many ways 
the students have of aiding themselves 
only one has made a commission merchant 
of himself and sold the produce of a 
neighbor’s firm. 

It is not an unusual thing at the South 
Carolina college as well as elsewhere for 
@ student to borrow from a sympathetic 
friend or from a relative the necessarv 
funds, which he pays back after he has 
obtained the education he was seeking. 

sut not only do students. make their 
way in the manner described, but some 
few have even gone from college with 
more than they had on the day of en- 
trance. Two come prominently to the 
fore; one, who has not yet graduated, 


' with $200 more than he had on the day ot 


his arrival; the other, a graduate of ’92, 
began his college career with $100 ana 
finished with $1,000. 

The proportion of one in seven stu- 
dents is a large one and js not likely to 
be surpassed at any other institution of 
a similar character; but the lack of defi- 
nite information at present forbids com- 
parison. No young man who is in earnest 
about an education should be discouraged 
because he has no one but himself to 
look to. He can do as others are doing.

DIRECT QUESTION ASKED HIM 


Mr. Atkinson Wanted To Argue Af- 
ter the Committee’s Report Had 
Been Made Up—Both 
Sides To Be Heard 
on Monday. 


The council committee on electric light- 
ing, at its meeting yesterday afternoon, 
decided to meet Monday afternoon at 4 
o’clock to hear from both sides with ref- 
erence to-the franchise asked by the At- 
lanta Railway and Power Company for 
the construction of the conduits and con- 
nections necessary to an electric light 


plant. 

H. M. Atkinson, of the Atlanta Rapid 
Transit Company, accompanied by his 
attorney, Preston Arkwright, W._ T. 
Moyers and E. Woodruff representing 
the Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany, attended the meeting. Joel Hurt 
was called away from the city, and 
asked that any action by the committee 
be deferred until he could return and be 


heard. 

During the course of the little discus- 
-gsion that took place over the matter Mr, 
Moyers asked Mr. Atkinson if he would 
answer a direct question which he de- 
sired to ask. 

“That depends on the question,”’ 
Mr. Atkinson's reply. 

“T want to ask,’’ Mr. Moyers. said, 
“whether you do or do not intend to op- 
pose the granting of this petition?” 

Mr. Arkwright made the reply. 

“We do not object to the granting of a 
franchise to them,”’ he said, “‘which will 
not be more favorable than the grant 
which we enjoy.”’ 

At the opening of the meeting Chair- 
man Grady read the petition of the At- 
lanta Railway and Power Company, the 
ordinance granting an electric light fran- 
chise to the Georgia Electric Light Com- 
pany signed by the mayor, and the ordi- 
mance making a similar grant to the 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
which was vetoed by the-mayor Decem- 
ber 26, 1899. 

Mr. Movers then stated he had con- 
ferred with Mr. Hurt before the latter 
left the city, and that Mr. Hurt simply 
desired to be heard in favor of the ap- 
plication which his company had pre- 
sented. 

“We are only here,’’ Mr. Atkinson then 
stated, “‘representing a company which 
has made large investmentss¢in this line 
of business. We simply desire to see 
that nothing is done which will affect or 
impair the rights of that company. At 
present we have no arguments to pre- 
sent.”’ 

It was then that Mr. Moyers asked his 
pcinted question and Mr. Arkwright made 
answer. 

Councilman John C. Reed then wanted 
to know if Mr. Arkwright could point out 
in what respect the petition asked for 
more rights than had been given the other 
company. Mr. Arkwright replied that he 
had had no opportunity to examine the 
application and ordinance and could not 
Say as to that. 

Mr. Atkinson wanted to know if he 

could not wait until the committee had 
formulated its report, then see if there 
were any objectionable features and pre- 
sent his arguments against them. 
, “Whatever this committee reports with 
‘regard to the matter,’’ said Councilman 
|\Grady, “‘will not be known until it. goes 
ibefore council. We may be disposed to 
grant the franchise in one form or an- 
other, or we may not be disposed to grant 
it at all. In either event, our report 
will not be made public until it goes be- 
fore council.”’ 

Chairman Grady also said that what- 
ever arguments were to be made, one 
way or the other, would have to be made 
before the committee made its report. 

It was finally agreed that the commit- 
tee shoyld meet on Monday afternoon at 
4 o'clock as the time most satisfactory 
to all and hear arguments from both 
sides. 

The aply other matter before the com- 
mittee wes a lot of petitions for electric 
lights. The committee decided to invys- 
tigate the locations desiring lights in 
geinpany with the city electrician before 
acting on these petitions.

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ATT’Y GEN. J. M. TERRELL, 
Whose Legal Opinion Affecting Or- 
dinaries May Not Be Without Its 


Effect. 
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Attorney General Joseph M. Terrell yes- 
terday rendered an opinion of consider- 
able importance tcuching the marriage 
laws of the state and widening the scope 
of matrimonial possibility in Georgia by 
an indeterminate, but nevertheless cer- 
tain degree. The state’s legal authority 
has held in reply to queries from Mc- 
Duffie and Telfair counties that an ordi- 
nary of any county Is authorized to ex- 
ecute a marriage contract by tying the 
knot himself after issuing license for such 
@ ceremony. 

“So far as I am informed,” said the 
attorney general yesterday, ‘‘marriages

mony. Section 2417 of the civil code says 
that a marriage license may go to minis- 
ters of the gospel, judges and justices of 
the peace. In our state the ordinary is 
different from the corresponding official 
in other states, except alone, I believe, In 
Massachusetts. Here he is judge of the 
court of ordinary and as such exercises 


judicial functions. 

“IT am not aware of the practice in other 
states, but my decision is based on the 
ground that an ordinary is a judge and 
therefore entitled, under the law, to per- 
form a marriage ceremony. 

What effect this decision will have in 
affecting the ratio of marriages remains 
to be seen. { 

In a few of the counties of Georgia, 
notably Fulton, Chatham, Dougherty and 
Bibb the ordinary has frem time to time 
performed the ceremony, but on account 
of the uncertainty which has extsted in 
the minds of most of these officials as to 
their right under the law, ceremonies so 
performed have been few and far be3 
tween. 

The decision of yesterday will have the 
effec: of causing the reluctance on the 
part of ordinaries to die away entirely 
and to open one more avenue to desperate 
couples when all others are closed to 
them. 

The contract of marriage may soon be 
made a very easy one to effect, as under 
the common law at present, a license 1s 
not now necessary to the validity of a 
marriage.

Pioneer Citizens’ Society’s Interest- 
ing Work. 


EARLY INCIDENTS OF THE CITY 


Topics To Be Dealt with—Mayor 
Formwalt and Man from 
‘‘Pantherville.”’ 


The “History of Atlanta and Its Pig- 
neers,’’ soon to be issued by the Pioneer 
Citizens’ Soclety of the city, promises to 
be a work of extraordinary interest and 
instruction. Specimen pages containing 
extracts from the work which is now in 
press, tndicate that it is written in a 
Dright and gossipy style rather than the 
style heavily historical. It seems, too, 
that it will contain siories of many inci- 
dents relating to the early life of the city, 
not heretofore historically recorded. 

Under general topics the work will 
deal with the Pioneer Citizen’s Society 
charter and membership, description of 
the country in 1833, terminus, Marthas- 
ville, Atlanta; first and succeeding 
boards, mayor and council—1847-191; bank 
and banking institutions, church history, 
educational, first railroads and first tele- 
graph lines, union passenger depot, 
the mercantile interests, manufactories, 
physicians .and medical colleges, bench 
and bar, first and succeeding newspapers, 
the first and other military companies, 
fire companies and police, the war period 
—Atlanta’s Minute Men; the reconstruc- 
tion period, Atlanta as it is—191. bio- 
graphical sketches,, reminiscences—by old 
settlers. 

The history will contain many humor- 
ous and other features relative to early 
citizens and officials. The following in- 
teresting story is from the specimen 
pages: 

Atlanta was a rattling young town in 1849— 
that was when ‘‘Uncle’’ Ben Williford came 
here. He was born and raised in DeKalb 
courty. He was a mill toy then. Mayor 
‘Formwalt was president of council and recor- 
der also. One day a Dig, donble-jointed fel- 
low named Turner, from Pantherville. came to 
town and got on a ‘“‘high lonesome,’ and soon 
got into several scraps, knocking nen down 
right and left. The mayor hearing of the 
bully’s doings, sent Antonie Maquino, a deputy 
marshal, to arrest end take him to the bar of 
jvretice. When he found Turner, the marshal 
said to him, ‘‘Here, you must come with me.”’ 

‘““Vhat the devil have you got to do with it?’’ 
savegely replied the desperado. 

“It’s the mayor's orders,"’ replied the mar- 
st.al. 

“Well, you go and tell the mayor I'm frém 
Pantherville and 1 hain't comin’ a step. _If 
he wants me, let him come and get me.”’ 

The marshal rerorted to th: mayor prompt- 


ly, and the latter imaediately adjourned his 
court and wont for the bully, and he got him.

A CAPITAL INVESTMENT. 


City Could Make 20 Per Cent Per 
Annum on Extensicn of the 
Water Mains. 


According to a report made to the 
finance committee of the water board by 
Secretary W. 8S. Dimmock, there are in 
the city 15,750 feet of dry sewers—sewers 
located on streets where there are no 
water mains. In the section covered by 
these three miles of dry sewers there are 
265 houses and others are constantly go- 
ing up. 

Secretary Dimmock shows that if the 
city would put down water mains cover- 
ing this section, which it could do at a 
cost of $9,300, the annual income from 
the water rents would be $2,000 or more 
than 20 per cent per annum on the in- 
vestment. In addition to this, the city 
would be able to collect from the prop- 
erty owners for the sewers, which it 
cannot now do on account of the lack of 
water. Secretary Dimmock’s figures show 
that the extension of the water mains to 
es i cena would be a capital invest- 
ment,

The city committees having consid- 
eration of the disposition of public 
franchises, new to the work, have their 
records yet to make. 

Just one word of advice: 

Remember that at all times, under 
every circumstance, you represent the 
taxpayers of the city and owe al- 
legiance to none but them. It is only 
in so far as their progress demands it 
that you are called upon to act. By 
keeping this fact in mind, and avoid- 
ing even the appearance of entangle- 
ment, you will avoid criticism. 

Hold all your meetings regularly in 
broad daylight, with doors wide open, 
Representing the public, those who ap- 
proach you should speak to the public, 
and there should be no reserve argu- 
ments for backdoor delivery. 

There will be applicants before you 
for favors. They should come ‘before 
you with perfect equality, neither one 
-haying a right to special consideration. 
The only thing you are to be concerned 
about is the relative benefit they may 
be able to confer upon the city. 

The city of Atlanta sitting in open 
session in the middle of the day, to 
pass upon open and definite measures! 

That is the only policy by which crit- 
icism can be disarmed. 


-The Convenient Magistrate. 

The magistrate is an official of great 
weight in rural districts, as often com- 
promising differences between neigh- 
bors as permitting them to come up in 
court. As a peacemaker he has. power 
for great good.. 

But in the larger cities he is not 
always the same. His office is main- 
tained by fees, living is expensive and 
it becomes necessary to make ends 
meet. Hence the friendly understand- 
ing so often observed between money 
sharks and the local “j. p.” By grant- 
ing continuances and renewals of judg- 
ment he can be of great benefit to the 
shark and the collector, even if it is a 
little annoying to the victim. But the 
“j. p.” knows who pays him best. 

_ A case in point has just developed in 
2, Chicago court, wherein it was shown 
that a magistrate was but the back- 
room attache of a money shark. He 
entered renewals of judgments by the 
wholesale, keeping them alive in ig- 
norance of the indorsers until death 
should render action necessary, when 
principal, interest and costs would be 
piled up on the estate of unsuspecting 
people. 

The money shark is like his brother 
the world over. He would be a good 
man about whom magistrates should be 
careful.

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Disturbing Faith in Nature. 

Science may accomplish something 
whereby a man may reach old age with 
- safety, but from the danger 
constantly running up, the living is 
rendered nervous and annoying. 

The humble mosquito. which has 
added a zest to life under many cir- 
cumstances, and afforded occasion for 
mental as- well as physical activity in 
moments of idleness, has come in for 
scientific attention. Several] German 
professors, with names unnecessary to 
remember, have been pursuing inquests 
in Africa, the result of which was the 
indictment of certain varieties as 
breeders and conveyers of malaria. 
There was no use of protest, and it 
soon became evident that the whole 
mosquito race was doomed to fall be- 
fore the human boxer. 

The latest experiments, this nT A in 
Havana, have a special interest for the 
people of the southern states, since 
they seem to establish the theory that 
it is the mosquito that should be quar- 
antined in case of yellow fever, instead 
of the unfortunate victim of the dis- 
ease. Dr. Reed, conducting the experi- 
ments, says they show beyond a doubt 
that there is no contagion from an in- 
fected person or from infected cloth- 
ing, but that the mosquitoes alone are 


responsible for the spread of the dis- | 


‘ease. The report says: 


In the course of the commission's in- | 


vestigations six non-immune persons were 
infected direct by the bites of mosquitoes 
which had previously bitten yellow fever 
patients, and five of these developed yel- 
low fever. The last experiment made 
proved conclusively, Dr. Reed contends, 
the theory of propagation by mosquitoes. 
A special building was constructed of dis- 
infected material and one of the rooms 
was divided into two sectiong by a wire 
mosquito screen. In one section were 
placed disinfected bedding and clothing 
and in the other bedding and clothing 
from the yellow fever hospital which had 
not been disinfected. Two non-immunes 
ocetunied the two sections. In the former 


| sewage-polluted water. 
| therefore, that the continued use of oys- 
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Were put several infected mosquitoes. 
The patient remained fn this room only 
long enough to be bitten, and in four days 
& pronounced case of yellow fever de- 
veloped. The patient is now convales- 
cent. The other subjeet slept in the in- 
fected bedding for many nights and has 
not contracted the fever. Dr. Reed says 
‘that in no instance in the course of the 
commission's investigations has a case 
of yellow fever developed from exposure 
to infected bedding or clothing&é 

The acceptance of this theory would 
lead to a revolution in the political as 
well as medical treatment of yellow 
fever. It would become one of the chiet 
functions of government to beat the 
bushes to get rid of the little nuisances. 

While yellow fever is thus in pur- 
suit Of its victim and bringing discredit 
upon mosquitoes at the same time, 
typhoid fever has been disclosing its 
relationship to the succulent oyster. 
The Massachusetts board of health, 
in investigating the presence of typhoid 
at a summer resort, has traced the 
whole responsibility to the oyster. The 
State board has made a thorough inves- 
tigation of the cause of typhoid fever

Samples of oysters 
were taken, however, and examined at 
the experiment station at Lawrence and 
no colon bacilli were found inside the 
shells. But the oysters which the pa- 
tlents {ll with typhoid fever had eaten 
came from a smail cove on the opposite 
side of the Marion shore. Samples taken 
there and examined were found to be free 
from the colon bacilll. These oysters 
subsequently were brought to the Marion 
shore, and when not immediately used 
were bedded along the shore, for the most 
part, near a fish market in a small cove. 
Several families would have their oys- 
ters brought to the shore near their own 
houses, bedding them down in_ the 
water near the shore until they want- 
ed to use them. Examination of oys- 
ters taken from the fish market wharf 
cove, and at different places along the 
shore, showed them to be infected with 
the colon bacillus. 

It will ‘soon become necessary .for 
every man to conduct his own test of 
what is placed before him.

The Stripes Discussed. 


The abolition of the striped suits in 
penal circles finds wide difference in 
opinion} The stripe has been abolished 
'in Ohio, to the comfort of the wilful 

criminals there. New Jersey is consid- 
| ering the same step, and if sentimental- 
ists have their way, will probably fall 
' into line. : 

There are some _ sensible’ people 
among the prison reform advocates, 
however, one of whom, Mr. Goldsbor- 
ough S. Griffith, president of the Mary- 
land Prisoners’ Aid eee: hl 
poses the idea of too much lenierty to 
prisoners. ‘Ignorance and idleness.” 
says Mr. Griffith, “are the most prolific 
sources of crime, and that this is so is 
evidenced by the fact that, while the 
colored population of the state is 20 
per cent of the total population, 62 
per cent of the prisoners in the peni- 
tentiary are colored, and that race is 
the most idle and ignorant iw our pop- 
ulation. This being so, I believe that 


— 


everything should be done to educate 
the criminal, both mentally and moral- 
ly, but I have no morbid or sentimental 
sympathy with the prisoners. When 
wrong has been done, punishment must 
follow, and there have been a number 
of cases where pardons have been 


granted by the governor against which | 


I would have advised strongly.” Very 
sensible views, it must be confessed. 
If crime is to be punished at all, the 
striped suit should form but a very 
small part of the subject. As to the 
striped suit being harrowing to a pris- 
oner’s sensitiveness, Mr. Griffith says: 

To take the stripes off the ‘convicts 
would be ruinous.

FILIPINOS 


ARE RELEASED ON PAROLE 


By William F. Mannix. 


ZKIN, China, November 25.—(Spe- 

cial Correspondence.)—That the Phil 

ippine war {ts to be the subject of 
an exhaustive report by Archbishop 
Chapelle, papal delegate to the island, 
to the pope is the belief of Monsignor 
Bress!, Secretary of the French Jestits 
in Manila, who is here in Pekin. Father 
Bressi was bound for China when the 
late outbreak oc curred, and only recently 
came to the Chinese capital. He himself 
is gathering facts and figures as to the 
losses of Catholic missionaries through 
the uprising here, devoting special at- 
tention to the lorses uf life and property 
among the French Jesuits. In pursuance 
of his duties. Father Bressi will in a 
few days start for Bulan, in Monolia, 
whence he goes westward for some seven 
hundred miles. 

Father Bressj {s {n possession of a per- 
econal letter to him received at Nagasaki. 
Japan, from Archbishop Chapelle. In 
his talk with Minister Conger a few days 
ago he referred to the correspondence of 
the papal delegate, and after seeing the 
letter Minister Conger requested a copy 
that he might forward it on to W ashing- 
ton, 

“I gave Minister Conger a copy of the 
letter because I know exactly the feelings 
of the archbishop on the present uncalled 
for and unnecessary war between the na- 
tives of the Philippines and the govern- 
ment of the United States,’’ said Father 
Bressi, ‘and I am certain he will not re- 
gard it as a breach of personal or ciert- 
cal confidence. On the contraty, the 
archbishop is desirous that his views on 
the Philippine troubles be known widely 
in the United States as well as in the 
islands. As regards the making of co- 
pious extracts from the letter by Minis- 
ter Conger I may as well say that at 
Nagasaki I was tempted to send the mis- 
sive in its entirety to President McKin- 
ley. I regret as much as any man pos- 
sibly can the fearful struggle that is gZO- 
ing on in the Philippines. It is a brutal 
series of combats that cannot be digni- 
fied by the name ‘war.’ Then it is so en- 
tirely unnecessary. The church has not 
taken perhaps as strong a stand as it 
might have in the matter, and it is the 
purpose of the archbishop to submit such 
a report to the vatican that the holy 
father will use his best endeavors with 
both parties looking toward a _ solution 
of the difficulty. 

“In his letter to me he says 
He will urge the pope to send 
envoy to Washington for the 
pose of advising a change of 
the Philippines. It must me

Here Father Breesi read from the arch- 
bishop’s letter: 

“Clementy may be improperly placed, 
As you are aware, I justify the death pen- 
alty only in the most extreme and aggra 
vated cases of personal or domestic ime 
jury. I regard it murder, pure and 
simple, when meted out by individuals 
or governments for political offenses. But 
the clemency of the American govern- 
ment in its dealings with some of the fill 
famed charactears of,the insurrection is 
worse than the application of unduly s¢e- 
vere measures Men like — — - (here 
Father Rre @i omitted reading the 
names), and many more of whom I have 
heard have been paroled by the Amer-

The worst 
rebels in the tslands in the city of 
Manila, within a stone's throw, one might 
scy, of General MacArthur's residence. 
“Thev are in constant communication with 
the other leaders in the field, and are 
supplying the first great munitions ot 
war—money. 

“It is the archbishop's idea that all the 
paroled Filipino officers should for the 
‘time being be held nominal prisoners 
on some of the other islands of the group, 
at such a distance as to be entirely out 
of communication with Aguinaldo and the 
other chiefs. Then a stirring advance of 
' several columns should be made agatnst 
the bands of insurgents. They should be 
followed constantly and allowed no oppor- 
tunity to recuperate their forces or re- 
plenish their stores. Drive them into the 
northern mountains and their field for re- 
cruiting by intimidation would be taket 
from them. 

‘The vast majority of the Filipino pe%- 
ple—while I will not say they are friendly 
to the United States—are peacefully in- 
clined, and desire an end to the strife. 
They have faith in Aguinaldo only s9 
long as he eludes the Americans and 
claims great-things for himself by means 
of egotistical prociamations.”’ 

Father Bressi will go by French wagon 
train to Sienhwa and Bulan, and from 
the latter place have a cavalry escort to 
his destination, Pong Ti-Hoo.

ONE NATIVE BORN GEORGIAN 


ON THE U.S. SUPREME BENCH 


By Chas Edgeworth Jones. 


among the judges that have adorned 

the United States supreme court 
bench to whom Georgia can lay claim Is 
the honorable James M. Wayne, LL. D.; 
and to a consideration of the details of 
his useful public life we will chiefly ad- 
dress ourselves. 

Savannal; furnished the scene of Mr. 
Wayne's nativity, and there, in 1790, did 
he open his eves upon a career of bril- 
liant promise. For the preliminary train- 
ing as received, our subject was indebt- 


T= only native-born representative 


ed to the ministrations of a private tu- | 


tor; and, when his preparatory studies 


were concluded, he was regularly matric- | 


ulated as a freshman pupil at Nassau 
hall, Princeton, N. J. He was then four- 
teen years of age; and, upon his gradua- 
tion in 1808, he forthwith repaired to 
l.is Georgia home, and, under the auspices 
of a talented Savannah attorney, entered 
with zeal upon his equipment for his cho- 
sen life-work. After a thorough and 
painstaking grounding in the fundamental 
principles of law, Mr. Wayne was at 
length adjudged as eligible for admission 
to the bar. And so, about 1810, in the 
city. of his birth, he was cordially wel- 
comed into a fraternity which boasted not 
a few professional ornaments, and opening 
an office, he soon became energetically 
engrossed in the practice of his important 
calling. 

At the age of twenty-four our subject 
made his first appearance in Georgia pol- 
itics. He was then elected to member- 
ship in the general assembly on a plat- 
form antagonistic to the “alleviating 
laws,’ which formulated at the instance 
and for the benefit of the debtor class, 
tad created much feeling throughout the 
commonwealth. After officiating for two 
years in his representative capacity, he 
temporarily retired into private life. He 
was, however, shortly recalled to the ser- 
vice of his admiring constituents; he be- 
ing proudly elevated to the mayoralty 
of his beloved Savannah. This was 
early in January, 1817, and for three terms 
and until the close of 1819, he ably ad- 
ministered the affairs of that growing 
munileipality. And it is, furthermore, 
said that, as the youngest mayor in the 
city’s history, he presided with dignity 
and address over its time-henored des- 
tinies. 

In 1820 Mr. Wayne became the judge of 
the court of common pleas and oyer and 
terminer of, Savannah. His tenure as 
such was most acceptable; his connec- 
tion being discontinued as a result of his 
advancement in November, 1822, to the 
tribunal of the eastern Georgia circuit. 
As presiding judge of that venerable cir- 
cuit, his valued ministrations were pro- 
longed until the late fall of 1828; the date 
of his congressional promotion almost co- 
inciding with that of the termination of 
his labors on the bench. 

In March, 1829, our subject was duly 
installed in his seat in the representative 
chamber at Washington. In that en- 
larged arena of discussion questions of 
conisderable moment were then engross- 
ing the attention of the country; and, asa 
consequence, his admirable qualities as 
a debater were called into frequent and 
effective exercise. Alluding to Judge 
Wayne's course in the lower house, we 
would gay that his support of the Jack- 
son administration was, in the main, “‘lib- 
eral, without partisan intention, or ad- 
vocaey of what he could not approve.” 
Its foreign policy, however, as we are 
told, commanded his unqualified indorse- 
ment. While sustaining free trade, he 
did not deny the constitutionality of pro- 
tection: and in opposing internal improve- 
ments by congress, he made it distinctly 
understood that rivers and harbors were 
not included in the schedule of his objec- 
tions. On the contrary, the improvement 
of rivérs and harbors was a theme ever 
uppermost in his thoughts, and which 
challenged his unwavering championship. 
Our worthy, furthermore, antagonized the 
re-chartering of the United States bank. 


The reason of his well-considered pos!- 
tion in discountenancing a renewal of its 
| charter privileges was directly deduced 
from its previous record of mis-manage- 
' ment; he boldly asserting that dangerous 
political powers would thereby be con- 
| ferred upon a few individuals; and last, 
but not least, the active co-operation of 
Judge Wayne relative to the removal of 
the Indians to a permanent western home, 
must be mentioned in enumerating his 
acts of special usefulness in the federal 
legislature. 

We have seen that our subject was, gen- 
erally speaking, an enthusiastic support- 
er of the Jackson administration. Than 
himself, indeed, there were few more un- 
compromising champions of its official 
policy. In compliment to his unswefryv- 
ing fealty, President Jackson, on the 9th 
of January, 1835, intrusted him with dis- 
' tinguished preferment, exalting him to a 
seat as associate justice in the supreme 
court of the United States. Contempor- 
aneously with his appointment as such, 
Judge Wayne was still ably officiating in 
the capacity of one of Georgia's represen- 
tatives in the national halls. And s09, 
when his congressional tenure was thus 
summarily and distinctively concluded, his 
third ternr was within a few weeks of its 
completion. In debate, as we are advised, 
our worthy was “ready, quick, ingenius 
and courageous, never forgetting in the 
excitement of the subject or the moment, 
the respect due to himself, to the house 
or to individuals.’’ Such, indeed, was the 
impression which he had produced, and 
the enviable reputation he had already 
achieved, that his withdrawal from con- 
gress at this time was deeply regretted. 

The record of Associate Justice Wayne 
on the United States supreme court bench 
was most admirable, he proving himself, 
in every way, a sound and accomplished 
jurist, and an ornament to the common- 
wealth, which was proud to claim him as 
her native-born son. During the period 
of his identification with that illustrious 
tribunal, his enlightened attention was 
principally directed to the subject of ad- 
miralty jurisprudence. As a consequence 
of his particular study and industrious 
research in this regard, his opinions on 
all points as connected with that impor- 
tant branch of maritime law have every- 
where been cited as possessing high au- 
thority. 

As an evidence of our worthy’s distin- 
guished ability in this judicial capacity, 
we record the fact that in 1547 the Case 
'of Waring versus Clark was brought to 
'the consideration of that time-honored 
court. It was a suit in admiralty, origin- 
ating from a collision which had occurred 
between the specified vessels on the Mis- 
sissippi river. about ninety-five miles 
above New Orleans. In the incidental 
judgment as delivered by Mr. Justice 
Wayne, it “became necessary to examine 
at great length the history of the ad- 
miralty jurisprudence in both England 
and the United States to institute a com- 
parison, and to discriminate between them 
and to lay down certain and  »pre- 
cise rules by which the courts 
of the union are to be gOV- 
erned in the administration of their 
functions.”” This task, we are told, was 
performed by the eminent worthy with 
consummate ability, and it is believed 
that the masterful lines as then positively 
defined, will hereafter be generally re- 
garded as permanently settled landmarks 
in reference to this important subject. 

The accomplished tenure of Mr. Justice 
Wayne as a member of the United States 
supreme court judiciary, was very ex- 
tensive, embracing, as it did, a period of 
nearly thirty-two years and a half. And 
it is interesting to recall that the judi- 
cial terms of only three of those who 
have adorned that venerable tribunal 
have surpassed in length that of our hon- 
ored subject.. We have special reference 
to the illustrious John Marshall, and to 
his legrned co-adjutor, Joseph Story; 
while, more recently, the brilliant Stephen 
J. Field, the longest holder of them all, 
completes the famous trio. 

Mr. Wayne was in his forty-fifth year 
when his supreme court labors were com- 
menced, and about seventy-seven at the 
time they were providentially discontinued. 
And when in Washington city on the 5th 
of July, 1867, he breathed his last, an em- 
inently gifted worthy to whom Georgia is 
proud to lay claim, and whose political 
achievements will always constitute his 
undying heritage to his admiring people, 
was forever withdrawn.

DEMANDS RECHARGE 


five Days in Jury Cell Is 
Too Much for the 
Jurymen, 


JUDGE CANDLER MAY 
RECHARGE JURY TODAY 


Counsel for Baker Refused To Allow 
Jury To Go to Judge’s House, 
Where He Is Ill, To Re- 
ceivS Charge—Case 
Interesting. 


The Baker jury, which has been tied 
up since last Tuesday afternoon, will be 
recharged. by Judge Candler, probably 
this morning. 

The jury asked to be recharged yes- 
terday morning, but owing to the illness 
of Juror G. W. Poer and Judge Candler 
this plan had to be abandoned. 

To facilitate matters Judge Candler 
wished to have the jury brought out to 
his home at Edgewood, where he could 
then give them the same charge he gave 
the jury on last Tuesday afternoon. To 
this, however, Baker's attorneys would 
not consent. 

Had Judge Candler’s condition been 
such yesterday as to permit of his leav- 
ing his room he would have come to the 
city for the express purpose of recharg- 
ing the jury as the members had asked. 
Dr. Hurt, his physician, would not hear 
to any such arrangement and told him 
if he left his home it would be at a great 
tisk to his own health. 

Judge’s Condition Improved. 

Judge Candler’s condition wads consid- 
erably improved last evening and he was 


able to sit up in his room. Today. if his- 


condition is as encouraging and the 
,weather better, it is expected that Dr. 
Hurt will give his consent to have Judge 
Candler come to Atlanta in a closed car- 
riage. 

The members of the jury will be taken 
to the courtroom in the criminal court 
building on South Pryor street and will 
there be recharged. This arrangement 
will be carried out provided, of course, 
that none of the jurors are too ill to be 
removed from the hotel, where they were 
quartered all day yesterday under guard 
of two bailiffs. 

The fact that the jury wishes to be re- 
charged is considered a good sign by 
those interested in the case. It is be- 
lieved that this new move portends an 
jearly verdict one way or the other. To- 
day will be the fifth day that the jury 
has been out and it {s thought that the 
one or two jurors that have been holding 
out are about to give in that a verdict 
jof some kind can be made and the jury 
dispersed. 

Since being out one of the jurors, G. 
W. Poer, it is understood, has been ill, 
and several days ago Judge Candler is- 
sued an order allowing Dr. McDaniel to 
visit the sick man. The physician report- 
ed yesterday that while Mr. Poer was 
not perfectly well, it was his opinion that 
the juror was able to go on with the 
case, 

Owing to the sickness of this juror 
Judge Candler permitted the jury to re- 
main at the hotel yesterday. 

Juror Reported Sick. 

It was reported to Sheriff Nelms early 
yesterday that one of the jurors had heart 
trouble and it was stated that something 
should be done for the man at once. 
Sheriff Nelms immediately communicated 
with Judge Candler and asked what ac- 
tion he should take in the event the 
juror’s reported condition became worse. 

Judge Candler said the man might .be 
removed to another room in the hotel, 
where he could receive the necessary 
medical attention, and where he could 
rest without being excited by the pres- 
ence of the other members of the jury. 
The court also gave his consent to allow 
the sick man to be visited by the mem- 
bers of his family provided the attending 
physician reported that the juror’s condi- 
tion was alarming. 

Later in the day it was reported at the 
sheriff's office that Juror Poer’s condition 
was not considered serious, and at the 
hotel last evening the clerk stated that 
all the members of the jury were to- 
gether. It was understood that there was 
no need of removing any juror. 

It is said that Juror Poer is an elderly 
man and may be a trifle weak at times. 
His weakness, it is said, has given rise 
to the rumors of his illness that have 
been current of late. 

Problem Confronts Jury. 

The jury has for its consideration the 
problem of James L. Baker's sanity. 
Baker's attorneys contend that he is in- 
Sane; the state says he is now sane. If 
the jury decides that he is sane, Baker 
will in all probability hang, but in the 
event it is found that he is insane, he 
will be sent to the state insane asylum. 

Baker killed his wife last spring and 
during the spring term of court was 
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Properly built, give pleasure and 
satisfaction. Our Atlanta made v3- 
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found guilty and sentenced to hang on 
May 10th last. 

He has been respited four times, his 
last respite expiring on the 18th of this 
month. At one time the gallows was be- 
ing prepared for his execution when he 
was saved just in time by a respite 
signed by the governor. The jury that 
convicted him decided by its verdict that 
the man was perfectly sane when he com- 
mitted the crime for whch he was tried. 

The present jury is only to determine 
his mental condition now, and the man’s 
life hangs on that verdict. It is under- 
stood that one of the members of this 
jury is opposed to capital punishment, 
and it is believed that he at least may 
be responsible for the tie-up in the jury.

FRAZER MYSTERY | 
YET UNSOLVED 


Indignation Aroused by Card from 
Tech Professor, 


MR, FRAZER DENIES CHARGES

President Hall States That the Fac- 
ulty of the School Is in No Way 
Responsible for the State- 
ment of Professor 
Thompson. 


The impenetrable mystery that sur- 
rounds the disappearance of young Bass 
Frazer, the Tech student, is as far from 
being solved as it ever was. Whether he 
was kidnaped, or was lured away Dy @ 
woman or whether he simply ran away 
from school, is yet to be ascertained. 
Each of the three hypotheses has a basis, 
and a number of believers. The one defi- 
nite underlying fact is that he has disap- 
peared and not the slightest trace of his 
subsequent movements can be found. He 
was known to be a young man with 
a high sense of personal honor who did 
not dissipate, and who was devotedly 
attached to his parents. 

Without an assignable adeqhate motive 
this young man has been abducted or 
has disappeared of his own volition. The 
field of theory has been practically ex- 
hausted in a vain endeavor to discover 
a reasonable motive for the disappear- 
ance. 

An exhaustive and intelligent investiga- 
tion is still in progress, and will be car- 
ried forward unceasingly until young 
Frazer is found. Whatever may be the 
result, the inquiry will not let up until the 
truth is known. 

Several facts that may 
clews of value came to lHght yesterday, 
and are now being worked on by those 
interested in the search. 

If young Frazer has voluntarily exiled 
himself and plunged his mother and fam- 
ily into distress by becoming accessory 
to a fake kidnaping scheme his case of- 
fers an interesting study to alHenists and 
other students of mental depravity. It is 
almost impossble to believe in the hypo- 
thesis of voluntary flight. 

Card Creates Indignation. 

A signed statement furnished by Hor- 
ace A. Thompson, an instructor at the 
Technological school to an afternoon 
newspaper and printed Thursday, in 
which the charge was made that Frazer 
had run away because he had been de- 
tected cheating and feared expulsion from 
the Tech, has created much public indig- 
naton. The tide of public opinion runs 
strongly counter to the lack of generosity 
and good taste displayed in the state- 
ment. From many quarters have come 
expressions of regret that such grave 
charges touching the personal honor and 
integrity of young Frazer should be made 
in his absence, whether that absence is 
voluntary or involuntary. Captain N. H. 
Frazer, father of the missing boy, de- 
nounces the whole statement as a lle. 
The Constitution received the following 
telegram from him yesterday: 

Union Springs, Ala., January 11. 
(Special..\—Have sent Thompson at 
Tech school the following wire which 
please publish: 

“Your card in News is a lie from be- 
ginning to end. No one believes it who 
knows the boy. You are simply lying 
in order to protect your school. 

“N. H. FRAZER.” 
Charges Not Sanctioned. 

Captain Lyman Hall, president of the 
Technological school, says the statement 
is not to be considered as coming from the 
school or from the faculty of the school. 
Iie does not sanction the charges con- 
tained in the statement. He said yester- 
day: 

“The statement was furnished by In- 
structor Thompson without consultation 
with the head of his department, and is 
to be considered purely as a personal 
statement, and not gne coming from the 
Officials of the school. Bass Frazer is 
not, to my knowledge, resting under any 
charges before the faculty of the school, 
nor am I Officially aware of any wrong 
doing on his part. Mr. Thompson made 
the allegations in this statement on his 
personal responsibility, and the headquar- 
ters of the Technological school is in no 
way accountable for what he may have 
said.”’ 

Instructor Thompson after he had re- 
ceived Captain Frazer's telegram, was 
asked if he cared to make any further 
statement. He furnished the following 
reply: 

Professor Thompson’s Statement. 

Atlanta, Ga., January 11, 1901.—To 
The Constitution: I received a tele- 
gram from Mr. N. H. Frazer today, 
of a very vindictive nature, 
and understand you received duplicate 
of same and will publish tomorrow 
morning.

The Policement on the Scene, in Des- 
peration at Delay of Hospital 
Ambulances, Finally Put 
Injured Man on a 
Street Car. 


William T. Crawford. of No. 23 Form- 
walt street, fell from a trolley car last 
evening about 10:30 o’clock and the car 
passed over his leg and crushed it go 
badly that amputation will probably be 
necessary. 

The accident occurred opposite the Co- 
lumbia theater and was witnessed by a 
large crowd of people who had come out 
of the theater. 

After he had fallen and was lying in 
the street suffering almost death agonies, 
Crawford had to be taken up and placed 
in a street car and carried to the Grady 
hospital. The police telephoned for the 
ambulance immediately ufter the acci- 
dent, but the ambulance was so long in 
reaching the scene that a trolley car 
was used to convey the wounded man to 
the hospital. 

The hospital physicians claim that the 
run was made as quickly as possible, but 
those who saw the injured man in the 
mud and the rain felt convinced that a 
quicker ambulance service should be de- 
vised. It was at first reported that the 
ambulance was broken down, a state of 
affairs which sometimes happens, and 
last night’s occurrence made it apparent 
that an extra ambulance should be pro- 
vided and that means should be devised 
to give a quicker service. 

Crawford was suffering greatly, .for the 
car had crushed a leg and broken it in 
two places.. He was on the front plat- 
form of the car and probably attempted 
to get off, seeing that he had taken the 
wrong car. He had been in the theater 
and when he came out he wanted to 
board a car which went in the direction 
of Formwalt street. Instead, he vt « 
the Marietta street car. The car left th 
corner of Broad and Marietta streets and 
when it was passing the Columbia thea- 
ter Crawford tried to get off. His foot 
slipped and he fell and was thrown in 
front of the car. Before the mogorman 
could put on his brake the wheels pass- 
ed over Crawford's leg. 

Police officers who saw the accident 
telephoned for the ambulance at once. So 
much time elapsed before the ambulance 
arrived that a special car, provided by 
the company, was used and Crawford 
was conveyed to the hospital in that. 

At the hospital it was ascertained by 
the physicians that the injured leg was 
so badly fractured that amputation 
would be necessary. 

Crawford is a son of John Crawford, of 
23 Formwalt street. He is about thirty 
years of age and unmarried. 


Mr. Frazer feels so badly about it. 
Ife simply makes statement, but does 
not bring out any facts. I did every- 
thing I could for Bass, talked to him, 
and advised him, and told him he 
ought not to rebel against his mother 
and father, and if he had remained at 
echool I would not have reported him, 
but doing as he has, I could do nothing 
else, and therefore, reported the mat- 
ter to the superintendent of shops to- 
day, and am prepared to prove that he 
did cheat. I am satisfied if Mr. Fra- 
zer will acquaint himself with the 
facts he will retract his statement.

Instructor Thompson also furnished a 
copy of a letter sent by Instructor John 
K. Moitore, of the weaving department 
of the Technological school to Captain N, 
H. Prazer. It follows: 

Atlanta, Ga., January 11, 1901.—Mr. 
N. H. Frazer, Union Springs, Ala.— 
Dear Sir: Professor Thompson has 
just shown me the telegram received 
from you today. 

I am extremely sorry that you should 
thus throw doubt upon Mr. Thomp- 
son’s veracity. 

Mr. Thompson came to me last Fri- 
day evening and told me of the occur- 
rence of ‘‘the rings’’ which your son 
handed in to him, and he also told me 
he did not intend to report the matter 
to the faculty, as«the penalty for 
cheating at the Tech was expulsion. 

Mr. Thompson then requested me to 
talk to your son. I did so, and Bass 
admitted to me that he had attempted 
to pass work as his own which had 
been handed to him by another stu- 
dent. He also said he was sorry for 
having done so. I then told your son 
that if Professor Thompson had prom- 
ised the matter should not be reported 
to the faculty, he might’ rely upon 
Mr. Thompson’s word. 

On the following day (last Saturday) 
your son was on duty with me in the 
weaving department, and he got ex- 
cused from duty to go and have an- 
other talk with Professor Thompson. 

I an?’ extremely sorry you should 
have sent your telegram to Mr. 
Thompson in which you use such 
strong language but I am quite cer- 
tain that when your s0n “turns up,”’ 
as I believe he will, he will-&ét once 
convince you of the truth of Mr. 
Thompson's statements, and I am 
equally certain you will yourself ex- 
onerate him of any intention to injure 
your son’s reputation. I assure you 
that Professor Thompson and all the 
faculty, myself included, are in sym- 
pathy with you, and no one will be 
more greatly pleased than ourselves 
when your son is once more restored to 
you, and we, I am sure, shall all be 
pleased to see him amongst us again. 
As you sent a copy of your telegram to 
the paper, I have also taken the 
same privilege, and am sending copy 
of this to The Constitution.

Wants $36,000. 


There will be another fizht this year 
between the committee on hospitals and 
charities and the board of health onthe 
question of controlling contagious dls- 
eases. This involves also some super- 
vision of the ward physicians. 

At its meeting yesterday morning the 
committee on hospitals and charities de- 
cided to ask council! for $5,000 for the care 
of smallpox patients, that having been 
the amount expended fast year by the 
board of health. It was also decided to 
ask for $2,000 to establish a scarlet fever 
and diphtheria hospital at the same loca- 
tion as the smallpox hospital. And the 
committee decided that it would itself 
takg charge of these hospitals and their 
operations. 

“We are going to ask council to give 
us this work.’ said Dr. T. D. Longino, 
chairman of the committee, ‘‘or to abolish 
the committee’ altogether. The commit- 
tee held only one meeting last year, and 
that was for the purpose of providing 
for pauper burials. We claim that this 
work of looking after the hospitals for 
contagious diseases praperly comes un- 
der charge of our committee. Under sec- 
tion 734 of the city code, it certainly 
does not fall to the board of health. The 
committee should have something to do, 
or it should not exist.”’ 

There was some criticism by Council- 
man Grady of the manner in which the 
board of health had handled the funds 
for the contagious disease hospital. 

Dr. Longino also gave notice that he 
would prepare an ordinance to be pre- 
sented by the committee providing for a 
ward for incurable consumptiveg at the 
Grady hospital. The suggestion was re- 
ceived favorably by the committee, whose 
members believe such a feature will 
sooner or later prove a necessity. The 
matter, however, will not be taken up 
until Jater on in the year. 

a City itust Participate. 

Another interesting feature of the com- 
mittee’s meeting was that it will insist 
on the city’s right to participate in the 
benefits of the h&spitals and charitable 
institutions to which it makes appropria- 
tions. 


It was stated bv Councilman Grady 


that while the city is appropriating 
money for the support of such institu- 
tlons as the Woman's Co-operative 
Home, the Sheltering Arms, the Carrie 
Steele Orphanage, the Free Kindergarten 
and others, it had no rignt to send any 
one to them. Councilman Grady said he 
did not question the great benefit these 
institutions are to the city. but there 
were other charities betonging to the 
city which are in need of funda. 

The result of the discussion on this 
line was a decision that Councilman 
trady should prepare an ordinance re- 
quiring that such Institutions as are in 
part supported by city funds shall receive 
persons sent to them by the city, sub- 
ject, of course, to certain limitations, 
such as apply to other cases which gre 
taken in by them. It was not stated that 
the appropriations would be withheld in 
case such institutions refused to comply 
with the ordinance. but that was the in- 
ference. 

The following amounts were appropri- 
ated to these institutions. subject to the 
forthcoming ordinance. and the finagce 
committee will be asked to pass them 
favorably: Woman's Co-operative Home 
$900, or $300 more than last vear; Shelter- 
ing Arms $1,200, Carrie Steele Orphanage 
$1,200, Free Kindergarten $600, Home for 
the Friendless $3,000, Florence Crittenden 
Home $1,200. ;

A. L. DELKIN DEFENDS 
THE DENIZENS OF NOME

A. Ll. Delkin, the well known Atlanta 
jeweler, whose interesting experiences 
at Cape Nome and other mining camps 
‘of that district in Alaska were given some 
time since in an interview in The Con- 
stitution, has some still more interesting 
things to say anent an interview with Mr. 


‘James Haggerty, another Alaska prospec- 


tor, printed in last Monday’s Constitution. 

“The article published in The Constitu- 
tion of last Monday,” said Mr. Delkin 
yesterday, “headed ‘Miner the only min 
not making money in Alaska,’ giving an 
‘interview with James Haggerty. is so at 
variance with the facts as I found them, 
‘besides reflecting on some of the better 
class of citizens of Nome, that I deem it 
my duty to answer. I am averse to news- 
)paper notoriety and but for the enterprise 
‘of your reporter, no one but my personal 
friends would have known that I haa 
brought nuggets to Atlanta, 

“When I went to Alaska I did not go as 
‘an ‘expert prospector,’ but as a business 
man, carrying live stock and merchan- 
dise. My business brought me in touch 
with all classes of people, the gost ig- 
norant of whom I found to be the ‘expert 
prospector.’ 

“For two months I was kept busy hir- 

ing out to them my thirty horses with 
‘which to prospect. They were from Eu- 
rope and almost every state in the union. 
Invariably they would return with the 
jetatement that the country was a fake— 
ino gold in it. And yet, right upon thelr 
heels, went the ‘cheechaker’ or tender- 
foot and he would strike it rich. I could 
fill this paper with the names of those 
who made money mining. 
' “The ‘expert’ says he has prospected on 
"Anvil creek and found nothing. I win 
only tell the facta about one claim on 
that creek. I was out to No. 1 on Anvil 
creek and saw a clean up of $20,000 in 
one day. I did quite a business with the 
owner, Jafet Lindenberg, selling him 
eight horses and a number of diamonds. 
He very often paid me in dust. The day 
I left Nome he told me his claim was 
getting better every day. 

“Why did the millionaire miner, Charles 
D. Lane; build a railroad to Anvil? Why 
is he building a pipe line forty miles back 
into the country? Why did he pay $150,000 
cash for the Mattie claim, out of which 
he has already taken over $300,000 this 
season and has barely commenced to 
work it? Besides, there.are other claims 
on Anvil, all wonderful producers. 

“The ‘expert’ says: ‘Seattle was dead 
before this rush.’ This is absurd. She 
‘has had her reverses, as most great cities 
‘have had, but you might ag well talk of 
i'stopping the growth of Atlanta as that of 
'Seattle. There are many miners buying 
property and helping to build up Seattle. 
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Can any one believe that out of over $22, - 
000,000 taken out of the Klondike last year 
the miners who dug this gold did not keep 
a part of this vast amount? 

‘The ‘barkeeper’s trick’ could only have 
happened in some low dive. as all first 
class saloons have a man who does noth- 
ing but weigh gold, and if there is any- 
thing on earth a miner is particular about 
it is the way you handle his sack of dust. 
The price of drinks in Nome was never 
more than §® cents, and for the greater 
part of last year only 25 cents. My last 
week’s wash bill was $4.25, 25 cents more 
than usual. I jokingly said to the little 
girl who brought my clothes: ‘Take them 
back to your mamma for $2. I guess they 
are worth that much, and next spring 
when I return I will bring her the bal- 
ance, $2.25.’ She promptly replied: ‘What 
do you think? We are not up here for our 
health.’ And so it ds. No one has to be 
dishonest in Nome, if they want to work. 

‘“T can say that all the ministers that 
I met while in Alaska were hard at work 
trying to build up their respective 
churches. I heard of one who staked a 
claim on Anvil creek. This I considered 
very commendable, as it will enabie him 
the better to take care of himself and 
family and help others, as all good minis- 
ters like to do. I attended the Greek 
church at Unalaska and like the way 
they do business. A little boy stands in 
the vestibule and collects 25 cents as 
you go in. This does not give a feliow 
the chance to drop a button in the bas- 
ket, saving the time and trouble of count- 
ing the pennies and nickles which some 
of the prospectors might drop in the bas- 
ket. 

“The cost of recording a claim in Alas- 
ka is only $2.50 and not $5, as stated by 
‘the prospector.’ He says miners are 
charged exorbitant prices for everything. 
There are at least ten large commercial 
houses and lots of smaller ones in Nome, 
all enterprising, but you will find their 
prices uniform. The miner pays no more 
than the doctor. It is very expensive to 
carry goods to Alaska and you seldom 
hear a miner kick at high prices. Why 
should he, when he practically gets his 
claim for nothing? 

‘‘*Prospector’ brings up the old New 
York newspaper reporter’s stery of the 
‘ten thousand big men in tears.’ I failed 
to see a single one. Perhaps I did not 
imbibe sufficient ‘Alaska hooch’ to see 
these extraordinary sights. You can find 
the same kind of old ‘bums’ right here in 
Atlanta who will talk to you with tears 
in their eyes fro a drink. 

“As the court records attest. miners 
will no longer rely on the troops or United 
States judges to protect their rights, and 
I know of several districts where the 
‘claim jumper’ will be met with a suffi- 
cient amount of lead to forever hold him 
down.”’

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Those who have attended the police mat- 
inees, or to speak officially, the sessions of 
the recorder’s court, have not failed to 
recognize in the very energetic clerk one 
of the important actors in the scenes 
which daily depict human depravity and 
human misfortune. 

“‘Dick’’ Bosche has been the clerk of the 
police court for quite a while, and that 
he has made a most efficient officer is in 
testimony by the annual report of Record- 
er Broyles. The recorder while speaking 
to the city council of the workings of his 
court, took occasion to say that his clerk 
had been a most faithful apd efficient 
man. 

Richard C. Bosche is one of the oldest 
citizens of Atlanta, not in point of years,

but in point of habitation, for he ts still 
young, despite the fact that the writer 
of the police matinees referg to him as the 
‘‘bald-headed clerk.’’ His ha'’r may bea 
trifle scant in some places, but he still 
has enough to entitle him to eneer at 
wigs and to scorn hair invigorators. 

At every session of the police court, 
morning and afternoon, Dick Bosche is 
present. He keena account of alf the pa- 
pers. calls all the cases, checke the fines 
and transfers his report to the station 
sergeant down stairs. He calls out the 
prisoners for the stockade so that his pa- 
pers will show exactly who fs in prison 
and who has paid up. ; 

Along with these duties he keeps a men- 
tal list of a']l the old offenders and many 
times he assisia the recorder by inform- 
ing him that such and such a prisoner 
has “been there” hefore. 

The atation sergeant. the court balliff 
and the recorder rely wrnon him - great 
deal for keepine the records straight anc 
with the handline of hundreds of cases 
each month. these records need a very 
close scrutiny. ‘° 

Dick is a humorist. He does not have 
the opportunity of the recorder to get 
off inkes while the prisoners are on trial, 
but he gives hints which are often valua- 
ble in an emergency. and he laughs very 
ecatchinely when funny things transpire. 

The more serious features.of the court 
business interests him greatly, and many 
a time has some poor unfortunate been 
aided by his timely appeals. He can sym- 
pathize as well as he can laugh. and the 
recorder’s clerk has a great heart, which 
the police and the prisoners appreciate. 

Without Dick Bosche the police mati- 
nees would lose much of theircharm and 
the court one of its most valuable assist- 
ants.

But in this they were doomed to disappoint- 
ment, as the English market, after cpenitng a 
thade higher, broke under heavy liquidation and 
bear hammering, brought out by disappoint- 
ment in the Liverpool weekly statement und 
bearish reports from this side, the latter con- 
tainigg estimates for increased receiots ard 
growth in crop estimates. On the first call 
prices here declined 3 to 6 points with the 
market steady tn tone. A brief pause tcllowed, 
after which posifive weakness made !tself ap- 
parent on every hand. Long cotton cume out 

uite freely while some of the more ccafident 

ears sold for a break. Noon found values 6 
to 8 points lower. But in the early afternion 
the market suddenly stiffened on smaller esti- 
mates for tomorrow's receipts and a lIighter 
““in-sight'’ statement than ex- 
pected, the latter showing 221,000 Dales, 
against general ideas of 230,000 ‘o 235,00U 
bales. Still later sheer absence of specula- 
tive support caused prices to slowly sink, and 
at the close the decline had reached a matter 
of 6 to 9 points, with the market nominally 
steady in tone.

‘lated 

“A pretty sofa cushion for a bedroom 
4s made of satin, and satin ribbon of the 
tame color. The prettiest shape is round, 
and the color pink, as the finished pillow 
has the appearance of a full-blown rose. 
‘If you buy a square pillow you can 
imake it round by turning in the corners, 
as round pillows uncovered are not as 
easy to buy. Cover the pillow on both 
sides with pink satin, then gather your 
“ribbon on one edge. Begin by attaching 
it to the pillow in the center where it 
should be quite full, and so on until the 
entire top of the pillow is covered, Have 
the ribbon so full that it does not draw, 
but stands out from the pillow. Bias 
bands of satin doubled may be used in- 
stead of the ribbon. 

“For wear with a silk skirt a pretty 
neck arrangement is made of black rib- 
bon, and small jeweled or plain gold 
slides. The velvet ribbon about an inch 
wide is put around the neck below the 
collar or the shirt, passed through a 
slide on either side, and then knotted; the 
two ends are put through another slide 
about four inches below the knot, then 
four inches below through another, and 
the ends which are then allowed to hang 
separately, are finished with black tas- 
sels. This same idea may be carried 
out with colored velvet. On a lilac shirt 
purple velvet would look well, light blue 
on white, etc. On some figures it would 
look better to put the slides nearer to- 
gether than four inches. The velvet may 
be hooked at the back when adjusting it 
to the collar, or in front just under the 
knot, as of course it would not be con- 
venient to knot the velvet and put it 
through the slides each time it was 
worn. 

“An embroidered silk vest would look 
well in the coat which we illustrate on 
this page. Buy the necessary quantity 
of flower figured silk, have it cut out 
and basted to thin crinoline, and then 
embroider the flowers in the colors indl- 
‘cated on the silk, shading them prettily. 
The veins may be picked out with gold 
thread, and in the centers two or three 
steel beads may be put. This makes a 
lovely waistcoat, and is not difficult to 
accomplish."’

On week days most men, even 
those who are not in business or at their 
offices, do not. as a rule. wear frock 
coats in the morning, unless it be for a 
wedding, whereas on Sunday the frock 
is usually put on upon getting up and 
worn throughout the day. But the rule 
is permissive rather than mandatory. If 
one goes to church or to walk, the frock 
is proper and correct. as is also the 
morning coat, but shoukd a man ride or 
drive, or go to the country he should 
dress exactly as he would upon a week 
day. So in the afternoon. if a man goes 
to church, or if he goes to walk or to 
make calls he should dress in proper at- 
tire. which is no different on Sunday 
from that of any other day. Should the 
man ride or drive or do anything else 


he should dress accordingly. Common 
sense is the chief guide in dress, and it

being so widely discussed and commented 
upon by the press throughout the coun- 
try that a glance at the situation will be 
not without interest. Especially is this 
true in Georgia, the first having been en- 
ganized in Atlanta ten years ago, just 
thirty minutes before the New York chap- 
ter. These two are not only the oldest, 
but among the largest and most influ- 
ential chapters, and have felt always 
not only united by a peculfar bond, but 
have each felt in its way something of 
the pioneer spirit of our forefathers, and 
that they were called upon to maintain in 
all possible ways the high standard set 
in the beginning. 

The society now has a membership of 
35,000, antl the largest historical socl- 
ety in the world. The annual congress, 
which meets at Washington on the 22d of 
February, is composed of nearly 800 del- 
egates. The selection of a presiding offi- 
cer for this body suitable

openly by her friends that if elected She 
would contribute $25,000 to the Continental 
Hall fund. The next argument for Mrs, 
Roebling seemed to be the number of 
things she belonged to, she being promi- 
nent in no less than ten different or- 
ganizations. Mrs. Roebling failed to de- 
velop the strength expected, and news 
came from Washington and appeared in 
all the newspapers that Mrs. Roosevelt 
would be the choice, although she was 
not even a member. The bad taste of 
this was so apparent that the lady her- 
self was quick. to see it, and dggelined 
peremptorily the use of her name. When 
this faction, still in pursuit of what they 
call a ‘‘national woman,’’ which means 
a woman whose husband is an office 
holder in Washington, turned this way, 
and that for somebody to run against 
Mrs. Roebling, finally announcing Mrs. 
Senator Fairbanks, of Indiana, as their 
candidate. Mrs. Fairbanks has been a 
member of the national board, but her 
claims to be considered suitable for the 
head of the great historical society could 
not be considered seriously. 

It is said that Senator Fairbanks is 
looking toward the presidency im 1904, 
and if we are to become an appendage 
to the political ring in Washington, the 
sooner this is put a stop to, the better.

The statement is based upon news- 
paper articles and dispatches sent out 
from .Washington. 

So much for the two minority factions 
which are said to be opposing each other. 
It is not the purpose of this article to 
criticize in the slightest degree either 
these candidates or those ladies who 
are advocating their claima. It is the 
privileze of all in this land of the free 
to choose for themselves and to explain 
the reasons of that choice if they so de- 
sire. 

There seems to be another large end 
widely scattered element composed of 
women who feel that we should be’ gov- 
erned by nothing. but the broadest spirit 
of Americanism in our choice of one who 
shall lead us to honor the great prin- 
ciples of freedom for which-our fathers 
fought. They believe Mm the rights of the 
‘individual; In majority rule; in the 
| preservation of American institutions 
' and traditions. Thev feel that to barter 
this distinguished honor for money or for 
piace utterly at variance with the 
democratic spirit for which we are gup- 
posed to stand. and that even the discus- 
' sion of such a possibility in connection 

with our noble order is modbbish in the 
| extreme. They feel that a crisis has 
arrived in our affairs and that grave is- 
rues are to be met which must be met 
fairly and squarely in the “spirit of ’76.’’ 
They greatly deplore the numerous news- 
paper articles which have sought to lead 
and to mislead the public and cannot 
brine themselves to believe that these 
anonymous attacks on the different can- 
didates are either written or instigated 
by any woman who calls herself a 
“Daughter of the American Revolution.” 
It is time for those who a@®e afraid or 
ashamed to speak the truth over their 
own signature to retire from the discus- 
sion. We feel that we voice the senti- 
ment of every true daughter in saying 
that the majority also desires a ‘‘national 
woman.’ not the wife of one who holds 
office. but an ideal American woman in 
her own right, good, sensible, brilliant. 
just and strong. It has been apparent 
for some years that the society is now 
too large numerically and too strong in- 
tellectually to be presided over by a 
figurehead, even though sustained by a 
paid parliamentarian. This must not be 
construed into a criticism of any of our 
former presidents, as all have done as 
well as they could. But the difficulties 
have increased with each year and there 
were many times last congress when 
no one could have told what question 
was before the house. Such waste of 
time is idle, and there are too many seri- 
ous-minded women there antmated with 
high purpose not to feel the necessity of 
a leader who can lead. 

It was last October that there was in- 
troduced into the Atlanta chapter a reso- 
lution sndorsing Mrs. Donald MeLean 
for this high position. Among the char- 
ter member; @ this chapter are some 
daughters widelv known for their in- 
terest in Daughter >of the American 
Revolution affairs, Miss Junia McKinley, 
honorable state regent; Mrs, William 
Lawson Peel. honoreble state regent;

Donald McLean, of New York, a woman 
who, looked at from any standpoint, 
comes fully up to the standard in every 
particular; whose name fs a household 
word in every state in the union, ana 
whose distinguished services to the D. A. 
R. are too well known to enumerate; who 
has given unstintingly of all the great 
gifts God has given her to promote the 
interests of our order, to which alone she 
belongs, and of which she was one ol 
the first members. 

Be it resolved, That we hereby indorse 
Mrs. Donald McLean for the high office of 
president general of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, and that we rely 
upon the co-operation of every chapter 
in Georgia to make her nomination unan- 
imous. 

It was then decided, knowing the senti- 
ment of the whole state as well as of Ten- 
nessee, to invite Mrs. McLean to our state 
conference on November 2th, when these 
resolutions should go through the form of 
being adopted by all the Daughters or 
Georgia, which waS done with the greatest 
enthusiasm.

conservative, and yet she is not so slow 
as not to be always a leader in the front 
rank. A calm, judicial mind, which ghe 
has inherited from the best old Marylana 
stock, a dignity which nothing can offend, 
a nobility of nature which precludes any- 
thing selfish or small and an ability which 
is questioned by none; these are some of 
the qualities which we think would wel! 
become a representative American woman 
at the head of the most American of all 
the societies. Mrs. McLean possesses al! 
these attributes, and in addition, last but 
not least, she is a devoted wife and moth- 
er and queen of a happy home. For these 
reasons the Empire State of the South is 
proud to present this matchless.

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RECEIVER TAKES THE ROAD 


Gadsden and Atlanta Is Now Run- 
ning Cars Again. 

Birmingham, Ala., January 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—A receiver for the Gadsden and 
Attalla Union Railroad Company Was ap- 
pointed by Judge Swayne, of the United 
States court at Huntsville, yesterday, 
and the operation of cars over the line, 
which has been suspended, will be re- 
sumed. The receivership was made in the 
case of the F. C, Dunn against the rall- 
road company, being a general creditors’ 
bill. The road in guestion is an electric 
line running between Attalla and Gads- 
den, connecting the latter place with the 
trunk railroads at Attalla. It passes 
through Alabama City, about midway be- 
tween the two towns. The most serious 
difficulty of the road began some time 
ago when one of the cars killed a little 
girl at Alabama City. The death of the 
girl created a good deal of feeling against 
the road and the city council of Gadsden 
undertook, in response to popular demand, 
to force the railroad to equip all cars 
with fenders. This the company, it is 
stated, refused to do and the matter final- 
ly ended in the eompany ceasing to op- 
erate the cars altogether, merely operat- 
ing a steam dummy once a day in order 
to hold the franchise. ,This matter was 
brought into the United States court on 
a general creditors’ bill, and the appoint- 
ment of a receiver to take charge of the 
property is the result. 


ADLER’S HURTS PROVE FATAL. 


Birmingham Man Who Fell from 
the Trestle Dies. 


Birmingham, Ala., January 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Albert Adler, member of the firm 
of Adler Bros., capitalists and minera) 
developers, died this morning at the Mor- 
ris & Lupton infirmary. Death was the 
result of a fall from a trestle near Cor- 
dova, Walker county, about dark Wednes- 
day evening. Mr. Adler and several gen- 
tlemen were crossing the trestle for the 
purpose of inspecting some mineral prop- 
erty.. Mr. Adler thought he had reached 
the end of the structure and stepped from 
the crossties. However, he had not come 
to the end of the trestle, and when he 
left the track he was precipitated fifty 
feet to the ground below, striking on 
rocks, fracturing his skull and sustaining 
other injuries which proved fatal. The 
deceased was forty-four years of age and 
was born at Jonesboro, Tenn. He Was 
the son of Jacob Adler. From Tennessee 
he removed to Baltimore, where he and 
his brothers were reared and afterwards 
engaged in the wholesale grocery busi- 
ness. They came to Birmingham about 
fifteen years ago and entered the whole- 
sale grocery business, but later sold out 
and engaged in dev eloping mineral prop- 
tries, figuring conspicuously in many im- 
portant deals in north Alabama, He Jeaves 
a wife and one child.

Veterans Will Present Gold Souvenir 
Badges to Major Gary, Senator 
Smith and Judge Calhoun. 


The veterans of “thé lost cause” and 
the Daughters of the Confederacy are 
looking forward with pleasant expec- 
tancy to the celebration of the natal day 
of the south’s greatest patriot soldier, 
General Robert E. Lee. one week from 
today. 

The exercises in the hall of the house 
of representatives at the capitol next 
Saturday will be similar to those held on 
the same occasion last year, though from 
the preparations being made by the 
iDaughters of the Confederacy, winicn 
organization is sponsor for the ceremony, 
it is expected that this year’s celebration 
of Lee’s birthday will be even more elab- 
orate and interesting thau any of former 
years. The oration: will be delivered by 
Hon, James B. Ridley, of LaGrange. 

The chief interest. of course, centers in 
the awarding of the bronze crosses of 
honor to the gallant survivors of the 
army that claimed the peerless chief- 
taincy of Lee. Those of the veterans 
who have not yet received this honor 
are eager to have the much prized deco- 
ration pinned to their lapels. 

The success which attended the long 
fight for the Soldiers’ Home before the 
State legislature will add an unwonted 
element of joy to the first celebration of 
Lee's birthday in the new century in 
Georgia.

PAVEMENT BADLY WANTED 


Citizens of Fourth Ward Ask Paving 
for Edgewood Avenue. 


MEETING HELD LAST NIGHT 


Resolutions Were Drafted and Unan- 
imously Adoptei Requesting 
Completion of Work. 


Hen. J. E. Maddcx presided at a meet- 
ing of citizens of the fourth ward Thurs- 
day night, with Mr. Jno. R. Dickey as 
secretary, to discuss the urgent necessity 
of speedily continuing the work on Edge- 
wood avenue which was begun by the 
city and tounty last year, and to provide 
a suitable pavement for that portion of 
the avenue between Piedmont avenue and 
the Boulevard, which is at present in a 
deplorable condition, owing to the work 
being unfinished. It is conceded that 
this is one of the most important thorough 
fares in the eastern section of 
the city, and that the speedy completion 
of the work which has already been un- 
Gertaken will be of great public benefit. 
not only to the persons living immediately 
along the street but the entire eastern 
secticn of the city. The following resolu- 
tion was unanimously adopted: 

“Whereas, The city and county authori- 
ties agreel to change the grade of Edge- 
wood avenue, commencing at Piedmont 
avenue, and to repave the same, and 

‘Whereas, This work was begun in 1899, 
but has been discontinued, and the discon- 
tinuance of the same on the part of the 
city has left the street in a deplorable 
condition, and unless the work is recom- 
menced and speedily completed great 
hardship will result to the travelling pub- 
lic and property owners, 

*“*Resolved, That the city and county au- 
thorities be urgently requested to recom- 
mence the work and prosecute the same 
to an early completion in as much as 
the pavement which was taken up can 
be replaced. and used as a concrete base 
for asphalt, at a comparatively small 
cost, we respectfully urge that the au- 
therities do the work in this manner.” 

The chairman was authorized to appoint 
a cOmmittee of which he is to be the 
chairman to bring this matter {fo the at- 
tention of the proper authorities.

THE SOLDIERS’ HOME ACT 


The trustees of the Soldiers’ Home for 
Georgia Veterans have been called by 
Colonel W. IL. Calhoun to meet in the 
state library in the capitol] at 10 o'clock 
on January. 24th. On that date the 
board will organize permanently and 
Colonel Calhoun will be able to place be- 
fore them bids for painting, renevating, 
equipping and supplying the institution. 

At that meeting the trustees will prob- 
ably select a superintendent, a treasurer, 
a steward and other employees who are 
provided for in the act accepting the 
home. Owing to the many offers to 
equip and maintain rooms in the home, 
from camps of veterans and military 
companies all over the state, the furnish- 
ing of the home will not be so costly as 
was anticipated. The following are the 
trustees of the home: 


Major Joseph B. Cumming, of Augusta; 
Judge H. W. Bell, of Jefferson; Colonel 
John Triplett. of Thomasville: Colonel 
Charles B. Phillips. of Marietta; Judge 
S. W. Harris, of Carrollton: Judge H. H. 
Perry, of Waynesboro: Dr. T. 8S. Payne, 
of Waycross: Colonel C. W. Wiley, of 
Macon: Colonel W, F. Jenkins, of Eden- 
ton: Colonel J. H. Martin, of Hawkins- 
ville. and Colonel W. L. Calhoun, of At- 
lanta. 

Many who are interested in this {mpor- 
tant institution are not familiar with 
the terms of the act of the legislature ac- 
cepting the home and providing for its 
maintenance. The act in full is as fol- 
lows: 

Whereas, the trustees of sald home have 
tendered to the state one hundred and nine- 
teen and one-fourth acres of land and its ap- 
purtenance3, situated near the city of At- 
lenta, known as part of the ‘‘Schultze farm,’’ 
fully described tn a deed thereto from Emmy 
Vonder Hoya Schultze, to the committee on 
location ‘of said home, recorded in book 13, 
pege 398, record of deeds in the clerk's office 
of Fulton superior court, and afterwards con- 
veyed to said home upon which its located a 
building designated as the Confederate Sol- 
diers’ home of Georgia, which land and build- 
ing have cost about the sum of $45,000, and 
were paid for by contributions from citizens 
of Georgia and others, and said land has, since 
its purchase, largely increased in value, and 
cortinues so te increase, upon condition that 
the home shall be maintained by the state for 
the benefit of such ex-confederate soldiers as 
may need the benefit thereof, for a period of 
twenty years, or for such period as the num- 
ber of inmates or applicants may justify or 
require, in the discretion of the legislature. 
After the expiration of such term the entire 
property to belong to the state, in fee simple, 
to be used and disposed of as the general as- 
sembly may deem best; therefore, 

Section |. Be it enacted by the general as- 
sembly of the state of Georgia, That said 
property so tendered be, and the same is here- 
by accepted upon said conditjons, and the 
sum of $15,000 for the year I9Q01, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, is hereby ap- 
propriated for the maintenance of sgid home, 
including the furnishing of same, and such 
ex-confederate soldiers as shall be entitled 


to the benefits thereof under the rules fere- 
inafter prescribed; provided, however, that no 
part of the said $15,000 shall be expended as 
contemplated in said act until forty bona fide 
applications for admission into said home are 
filed and accepted by said board of trus- 
tees. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That there 
shal] be a board of trustees appointed by the 
governor, consisting of eleven members, one 
from each congressional district, who shall 
serve without compensation, for the term of 
five years, whose duty it shall be to have 
charge of said institution and provide all 
necessary rules and regulations for the gcv- 
ernment thereof, and for admission therein; 
to exercise all other powers incident to the 
same not conflicting to the law and require- 
m-nts of this act; to appoint a superintendent 
thereof at a salary not to exceed $500 per 
annum, treasurer, steward and such other as- 
Sistants or employees as may be necessary to 
the efficient administration of the institution; 
prescribe their duties, fix their compensation 
and remove said incumbents from office when, 
from any cause, the good of the institution 
may require it; to hold in trust for said institu- 
tion any devise or bequest of property of any 
kind, or money, for its general use, or any 
particular! use designated; to visit the insti- 
tution as often as may be necessary, and on 
the first lay of October of each year, (o make 
to the governor, to be bv him Jaid before the 
general assembly, a complete report of the 
condition of the same in all its departments. 
trustees shall present to the governor, 
at least ten days before the annual mecting of 
the general assembkhy an exact estimate cf 
the amount of money required for the sup- 
rort of the said home for the succeeding year. 
The treasurer shall give bond and security 
in the sum of $5,000; shall make quarterly 
arrlications for funds from the treasury for 
the support of the institution, and accompany 
the same with an itemized account of his «x- 
penditures for the preceding quarter, with du- 
plicate vouchers, for the sum disbursed by 
him, and the governor shall draw his warrant 
for the sum required. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That ex-con- 
federate soldiers who are residents of the 
state of Georgia, and have resided in the state 
of Georgia five years prior to this act, and 
hencrably discharged from the confederate 
service, and who are unable by age, infirmity 
or poverty to maintain themselves, may be ad- 
mitted to said home and receive its benefits, 
under the regulations prescribed by the board 
of trustees as herein provided. and shall be 
furnished with food, lodging, necessary cloth- 
ing, medicine and medical attention and shall 
perform such duties as may be prescribed ly 
the superintendent, with the sanction of ihe 
trustees, and in case of death shall have decent 
burial. 

‘ec. 4 Be it further enacted, 

who accepts the benefits of the home 
provided for in this act, shal] at the same 
time Craw ary pensicn under the laws of this 
state, but his becoming an inmate of said 
home shall be in lieu of his pension. Provided, 
these who are now, or hereafter may be, draw- 
ing a pensioa from this state shall be given 
the preference in the selection of inmates in 
said institution by the authorities thereof. 
Provided. no soldier shall be admitted the 
same year he receives from the state a pcn- 


sicn. 

Sec. 5. Bt it further enacted, That those 
admitted into the home provided by this act 
shall be from the several counties of the state 
of Georgia, ‘according to their population, in 
the event the number of applicants are more 
than can be accommodated. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, That all laws 
and parts of laws in conflict with this act be, 
and the same are hereby repealed.

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KILLED WITH PAINT BUCKET 


Negro Hit on the Head Tries To 
Rest and Dies.

CLOT FORMED ON THE BRAIN. 


Coroner’s Jury Brought in Verdict 
of Justifiable Homicide. 
Both Parties Negrces. 


With an empty paint bucket, which he 
had used as a milking stool, Wesley Echo, 
a fourteen-vear-old negro boy, vesterday 
morning killed John Lindsey, another ne- 
gro. The killing took place a® Cc. W. 
Hunter's dairy farm in the northern part 
of the county. 

The coroner’s jury, which held an in- 
quest during the morning, returned a ver- 
dict of justifiable homicide. Lindsey, the 
man who was killed, was a bright mulat- 
to, and had been employed on the dairv 
farm for only a short time. Other hands 
say that he had been persecuting the boy 
who killed him for several days. 

It seems that the two were in the stable 
yesterday morning and became involved 
in a lively dispute. From words they 
came to blows, and the Echo boy, being 
forced into a small alley between stalls, 
picked up the empty paint bucket and 
threw It at the other negro. The missile 
struck Lindsey on the right ear, cutting 
it severely. 

The two negroes then ran out of the 
stable, Lindsey pursuing the boy. Later 
John TdAndsey returned, after chasing 
Wesley off the lot, and went up to his 
room to rest. About an hour later he 
was found dead. The doctor who exam- 
ined him stated that the blow he received 
on the ean had caused a blood clot to 
form on the brain, producing death soon 
after. 

The boy who did the killing was raised 
in the community where the fight oc. 
curred, and is said to have had a good 
reputation. Little seems to be known 
concerning the man who was killed. A 
peculiar part of the affair is the fact that 
the same paint bucket which was the 
cause of Lindsey's death figured in an- 
other fight between a white boy anda 
negro which was aired in the city crim- 
inal court some time ago.

Fourteen applications for executive cle- 
mency, all of which had been acted on 
adversely by the pardon board, were for- 
maliy refused by Governor Candler in 
an order issued yesterday afternoon. The 
applicants were nearly all felony convicts 
in the penitentiary from various coun- 
ties, while only a few of them were in 
for misdemeanor offenses. 

On a number of applications on which 
the action of the pardon board was fa- 
vorable, Governor Candler took no action, 
reserving his decision for more careful 
consideration. 

So far no formal application for the 
pardon of Dolly Pritchett has been made 
before the prison commission. Solicitor 
Thomas Hutchinson, of. the Blue Ridge 
circuit, the prosecuting officer- who con- 
victed the wayward mountain girl, 
the statement recently to an officer of 
the prison commission that no one would 
eo farther to secure a pardon for Dolly 
Pritchett when the time came than he.

North Carol'na Senate Passes a Bill 
Closing a State Tank. 
Raleigh, N. C., January 11.—(Special.)— 
In the senate a bill was passed abolishing 
the dispensary at Greensboro. A primary 
of white voters held there decided by a 

majority of 2.000 for abolition. 

A bill has been introduced in the house 
providing for a code commission appoint- 
ed by the governor: another redistricting 
the state, increasing the number of judges 
and soliciters from twelve to sixteen; 
abolishing elections of criminal circuit 
court judges and solicitors, these to be 
appointed by the governor. 

Three bills were introduced amend 
the constitution so school taxes paid by 
the whites shall go entirely to white 
schools, those by negroes to negro 
schools. A law was once enacted of the 
same tenor. but the supreme court de- 
clared it unconstitutional. Representa- 
tive Thompson, when asked whether the 
bill had any backing, replied: 

‘There is én the rural districts among 
white taxpayers a great clamor against 
further education of negroes by white 
people, saying they have done enough for 
the negroes and want to cut loose from 
them. They do not want negroes edu- 
cated, as an educational] qualification has 


to

this wil] amount to nothine. 

Some leaders in the ‘house declare the 
bill will never become a law. 

Another bill to regulate factory labor 
prohibits the employment of children 
under eleven years of age, limits a day's 
work to ten hours for operatives between 
eleven and fifteen: compels children be- 
tween eleven and fifteen to attend school 
three months annually. Eleven hours are 
to be a dav’s labor for operatives over 
fifteen years of age.

WITH WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY. 


Government Experiments (n Warn- 
ing Vessels at Sea. 

Va., 11.—(Spectal.)— 
Professor R. A. Fessenden, qa _ scientist 
connected with the United States weather 
bureau, is here for the purpose of making 
experiments with wireless telegra- 
His experiments will be made along 
this coast and stations will be established 
at Canes Hatteras and Henry and other 
coast points north of Cape Hatteras, This 
marks the first serious effort on the part 
of the government to communicate storm 
warnings to vessels at sea off the dan- 
gerous loc ality. It intended also to 
send storm signals to the life-saving sta- 
tions alone the coast by this means when 
“he wires are disabled. as is frequently 
the case. The towers to be erected along 
the coast will be manned by experts un- 
der the personal supervision of Professor 
Fessenden, who will have full charge of 
all the experiments. If the tests are su- 
cessful the entire coast will be similarly 
equipped and the benefits derived will, it 
is believed, be very great. 

The metropolitan citv of Norfolk will 
have 2 curfew law, if the Woman's 
Christian Temverance Union has its way. 
That city has decided to circulate peti- 
tions for signatures in an endeavor to se- 
cure the enactment of such a law, The 
good ladies of the union declare that the 
percentage of crime can be largely de- 
creased if the children are required to he 
indoors by 8 o'clock at night. The Metho- 
dist ministers of the tri-city of Norfolk, 
Portsmouth and Berklev have taken the 
matter in hand and are investigating it 
through a special committee.
